The  App  Culture 

Downloadable  software  used  to  be  for  geeks  only.  Not  anymore. 


Back  in  the  day,  only  real  techies 
downloaded  software  over  the 
Internet.  But  since  Apple 
launched  the  App  Store  in  2008,  regular 
users  of  the  iPhone,  iPod  touch,  and 
iPad  have  found  that  buying  software 
online  isn’t  just  easy — it  can  be  fun,  too. 

Earlier  this  year,  Apple  introduced  the 
Mac  App  Store.  It’s  an  attempt  to  bring 
the  joie  de  download  from  iOS  devices  to 
the  Mac.  And  for  good  reason:  I’d  wager 
that  a  majority  of  the  people  who’ve 
bought  a  new  Mac  in  the  past  five  years 
have  never  downloaded  any  additional 
software  for  their  computer. 

Of  course  Macworld  readers  aren’t  in 
that  crowd:  We’ve  been  urging  you  to 
outfit  your  Mac  with  great  software  for 
years;  the  49  downloads  in  this  issue’s 
“Sweet  Software  Bargains”  feature  (page 
28)  are  just  the  latest  gems  we’ve 
discovered.  But  I  can’t  tell  you  how  many 
times  I’ve  found  that  the  Macs  belonging 
to  my  friends  and  family  contain  only 
the  programs  that  shipped  with  their 
machines,  occasionally  augmented  with 
something  that  came  in  a  box  (usually 
from  Microsoft  or  Adobe). 

The  Download  Habit 

First  with  Snow  Leopard,  and  now  with 
Lion,  Apple  has  been  trying  hard  to  get 
such  users  accustomed  to  the  idea  of 
software  downloads.  The  Mac  OS  X 
10.6.6  update  didn’t  just  enable  the  App 
Store,  it  placed  its  icon  prominently  on 
the  left  end  of  the  Dock;  it’s  still  there  by 
default  in  Lion.  And  Lion’s  new 
Launchpad  is  designed  as  a  friendly 
home  for  App  Store  purchases. 

Then  there’s  the  fact  that  Lion  itself  is 
available  as  a  download  from  the  Mac 
App  Store.  There  are,  no  doubt,  lots  of 
reasons  why  Apple  decided  to  go  that 
route,  but  I  have  to  think  that  one 
motivator  was,  again,  to  get  people  used 
to  the  idea  of  buying  and  downloading 
software  from  the  online  store. 


Some  of  the  Mac’s 
finest  apps  aren’t 
eligible  for  the  Mac 
App  Store. 

Now  that  the  Mac  App  Store  has  been 
with  us  for  most  of  a  year,  I  still  think 
that  it’s  great  for  the  Mac.  There’s  a 
vibrant  community  of  software  develop¬ 
ers  whose  products  make  the  Mac  more 
fun  and  productive;  the  store  helps 
expose  more  people  to  their  work.  But 
that’s  not  to  say  that  the  store  doesn’t 
have  its  problems. 

App  Store  Omissions 

Some  of  the  Mac’s  finest  apps  aren’t 
eligible  for  the  Mac  App  Store.  That’s 
because  Apple  has  strict  rules  about  what 
the  apps  in  its  store  can  and  can’t  do.  In 
many  cases,  those  rules  reflect  legitimate 
concerns  about  software  stability  and 
security.  But  if  you  want  to  buy  a  great 
backup  utility  like  Shirt  Pocket  Software’s 
$28  SuperDuper  (f  f  f  f  f ;  www.shirt 
-pocket.com)  or  a  true  antivirus  utility, 
the  Mac  App  Store  won’t  have  it.  Those 
apps  require  deep  system  access,  and 
Apple  has  decided  to  bar  apps  with  such 
access  from  its  store. 

Worse,  this  November  Apple  will  begin 
enforcing  a  new  rule  that  requires  every 


Mac  App  Store  app  to  be  “sandboxed” — 
meaning  that  the  app  has  strictly  limited 
access  to  your  Mac’s  functionality.  Again, 
that  rule  is  largely  there  for  security:  Even 
if  an  app  has  a  serious  security  flaw,  it 
can’t  do  much  (if  any)  damage  if  it  has  no 
access  to  the  rest  of  your  Mac. 

Apple  getting  serious  about  app 
security  is  a  good  thing.  Unfortunately, 
many  of  the  apps  we  have  come  to  know 
and  love  over  the  years  require  broad 
access  to  the  system  for  key  functions. 
I’m  hearing  from  some  Mac  developers 
that  they  may  have  to  remove  features 
from  their  apps  in  order  to  fit  them 
inside  Apple’s  new  sandbox. 

This  approach  risks  turning  the 
Mac  App  Store  into  a  wasteland  of 
arcade  games  and  one-trick-pony  apps. 
It  also  risks  dumbing  down  the  Mac 
software  ecosystem  as  a  whole.  While 
developers  can  always  opt  out  of  the 
Mac  App  Store,  they’re  reluctant  to  do 
so.  Not  only  are  they  afraid  that  Apple 
will  one  day  make  it  impossible  for 
Macs  to  run  apps  that  don’t  come  from 
its  store,  but  they  also  risk  losing  sales 
if  their  competitors  are  in  the  Mac  App 
Store  and  they  aren’t.  The  net  result  of 
tighter  App  Store  restrictions  could  be 
that  Mac  apps  everywhere — inside  and 
outside  the  store — will  actually  become 
less  powerful. 

That’s  the  wrong  direction  for  Apple 
to  take  the  Mac.  Here’s  hoping  Apple 
finds  a  way  to  keep  our  Macs  secure, 
while  allowing  OS  X  apps  to  remain  as 
powerful  and  innovative  as  they’ve  been 
over  the  last  decade.  Mac  users  deserve 
both  security  and  power — and  the  Mac 
App  Store  should  be  a  showcase  for  the 
very  best  that  Mac  software  developers 
have  to  offer.

Apple  Distributes  Lion  Online  Only, 
Says  Good-bye  to  Installation  Discs 

Big  numbers  for  Mac  OS  X  10.7  on  Mac  App  Store— the  future  of  software  sales?

Apple  announced  in  July  that 

more  than  1  million  customers 
bought  and  downloaded  Lion, 
the  newest  version  of  Mac  OS  X,  in  its 
first  full  day  of  availability  on  the  Mac 
App  Store.  That’s  $29,990,000  worth  of 
sales — and  3,490,000GB  of  Lion,  if 
you’re  keeping  score. 

The  release  of  Lion  was  a  true  test  for 
the  Mac  App  Store.  Lion  is  the  first 
iteration  of  Mac  OS  X  not  available  on  an 
install  disc  at  the  time  of  its  initial  release. 
There  had  been  a  concern  that  Apple’s 
online  store  would  not  be  able  to  handle 
the  massive  increase  in  traffic.  But  Lion’s 
release  seemed  to  go  off  without  a  hitch, 
with  no  reports  of  major  problems.  It 
represented  a  milestone  in  the  young 
history  of  the  Mac  App  Store. 

Upgrading  to  a  new  operating  system 
can  make  people  anxious,  even  under 
the  best  of  circumstances.  There’s 
uncertainty  as  to  whether  it  will  work, 
and  what  it  will  do  to  an  existing  setup. 
Sure,  those  worries  are  offset  by 
excitement  about  new  features.  But,  at

payments — customers  complained  of 
being  charged  multiple  times  when 
using  PayPal.  Otherwise,  there  were  no 
major  technical  glitches  with  the  Mac 
App  Store  or  with  the  installer  after  it 
had  been  downloaded. 

In  many  ways,  this  new  distribution 
method  turned  out  to  be  easier  and  more 
convenient  than  the  old  disc-based  way. 
But  it  also  raises  some  new  questions. 


least  in  the  past,  all  of  those  feelings 
could  be  directed  at  a  physical  object:  the 
installation  disc.  If  something  went 
wrong,  you  could  hold  the  culprit — 
which  often  also  contained  the  solution 
to  your  problems — in  your  hand. 

But  with  the  initial  release  of  Lion, 
there  is  no  disc — just  a  software  installer 


Fortunately,  the  Mac  App  Store 
seemed  to  handle  the  release  swim¬ 
mingly.  It’s  true  that  downloading  the 
installer  could  take  a  long  time,  but  that 
was  probably  due  to  the  size  of  the 
download  and  the  tremendous  demand 
suddenly  placed  on  the  online  store. 
There  were  some  reports  of  mishandled 


Available  Bandwidth

a  plan  that  caps  the  amount  of  data  you 
can  use  on  the  Internet  each  month. 
Lion’s  download  could  have  pushed  the 
total  amount  of  data  used  in  a  month 
over  an  imposed  cap. 

Fortunately,  there  are  other  ways  to  get 
Lion.  On  Lion’s  release  day — July  20 — 
Apple  announced  that  a  $69  USB 
flash-drive  edition  of  the  OS  would  be 
available  in  August.  The  concept  of  an 
OS  installer  on  a  USB  flash  drive  isn’t 
new  to  Apple — such  a  device  was 
introduced  with  the  2010  MacBook  Air. 

Another  alternative  is  to  lug  your  Mac 
to  the  nearest  Apple  Store  and  use  the 
store’s  Wi-Fi  to  download  Lion.  However, 
you  might  have  to  wait  a  long  time  for 
the  download,  depending  on  the  amount 
of  activity  on  the  store’s  Internet 
connection.  The  big  upside  is  that  Apple 
Store  staff  is  available  to  check  in  with 
you  during  the  installation,  and  can  try 
to  fit  you  into  the  Genius  Bar  schedule  if 
anything  goes  wrong.  (For  a  first-person 
account  of  installing  Lion  at  the  Apple 
Store,  see  macworld.com/7424). 

Businesses  and  Education 

Still,  there  were  more  questions  about  the 
online-only  distribution  model.  What 
would  customers  who  have  to  install  OS  X 


on  multiple 
machines — busi¬ 
nesses  and  schools, 
primarily — do?  Apple 
was  ready  with  some 
answers. 

Business  custom¬ 
ers  can  purchase  Lion 
and  Lion  Server 
through  Apple’s 
online  Business  Store 
or  by  calling  Apple’s 
business  line.  Buyers 
will  be  able  to  pur¬ 
chase  volume  licenses 
for  $30  a  license 
(minimum  20 
licenses).  Mainte¬ 
nance  contracts, 
which  offer  three  free 
subsequent  years  of 
OS  updates  as  part  of 
Apple’s  Maintenance 
Program,  will  cost  S50  a  license  (mini¬ 
mum  20  licenses).  Lion  Server  will  be 
available  for  an  additional  S50  from  the 
Mac  App  Store;  if  you’re  currently 
running  Snow  Leopard  Server,  you’ll  have 
to  buy  both  Lion  and  Lion  Server  at  the 
same  time  to  upgrade. 

Education  customers  buying  Lion  for  a 
school  can  upgrade  through  their  Apple 
Education  Account  Representative  or 
through  Apple’s  online  Education  Store. 
Lion  will  be  automatically  bundled  with 
iLife  and  iWork  as  part  of  the  company’s 
Apple  Software  Collection,  which  starts  at 
$39  per  license  (minimum  25  licenses). 

Online  Only 

With  the  Lion  launch,  Apple  clearly  made 
every  effort  to  ensure  the  success  of  the 
online  software  distribution  process.  The 
company  is  also  designing  its  hardware  to 
wean  users  off  the  traditional  installation 
disc:  The  SuperDrive,  long  a  staple  of  the 
Mac,  is  not  included  in  two  Mac  models, 
the  MacBook  Air  and  Mac  mini  (see  pages 
14  and  18,  respectively  for  our  reviews  of 
these  updated  systems).  The  success  of  the 
online-only  release  of  Lion — and  other 
major  apps — means  the  Mac  App  Store  is 
here  to  stay  and  that  the  installation  disc 
has  gone  the  way  of  the  floppy  drive. 


$999  MacBook: 
R.I.P.

In  July,  Apple  marked  the  end  of  the 
MacBook,  the  $999  white  plastic 
computer  that  held  down  the 
low-cost  end  of  Apple’s  laptop  line. 

If  you’re  searching  for  a  culprit  in 
the  MacBook’s  demise,  blame  the 
MacBook  Air.  In  2010,  the  11-inch 
Air  joined  the  MacBook  at  the  low 
end  of  Apple’s  laptop  line.  The  new 
generation  of  MacBook  Airs 
released  in  July  bumps  off  the 
MacBook  entirely.  The  lowest- 
priced  Mac  laptop  will  still  cost 
$999— but  now  it’ll  be  a  MacBook 
Air  with  an  11.6-inch  display  and  a 
1.6GHz  Intel  Core  i5  processor. 

Users  who  demand  a  13-inch  laptop 
will  now  pay  a  bit  more  over  $999, 
for  either  an  $1199  base-level 
13-inch  MacBook  Pro  or  a  $1299 
base-level  13-inch  MacBook  Air. 

The  MacBook’s  lineage  goes  back 
ten  years,  to  the  2001  release  of  a 
shiny  white  polycarbonate  iBook. 
The  iBook  was  renamed  the 
MacBook  in  2006,  when  Apple 
switched  the  Mac  to  Intel  proces¬ 
sors.  The  MacBook  was  the  first 
Mac  to  feature  the  square-key 
layout  that  now  graces  all  Apple 
keyboards.  From  2006  to  2008, 
Apple  also  offered  a  MacBook 
model  in  black.  In  2008,  the 
MacBook  briefly  disappeared:  It 
adopted  the  aluminum  look  of 
Apple’s  other  laptops  and  joined  the 
MacBook  Pro  line.  But  it  returned  in 
late  2009,  when  Apple  introduced  a 
plastic  version  of  its  unibody  laptop 
design— which  survived  until  the 
product  was  discontinued  this  year. 
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Core  i5  MacBook  Airs  Approach  Perfection 

Laptops  feature  faster  processors,  Thunderbolt,  Lion

The  MacBook  Air  was  an 
oddity  when  it  was 

introduced  in  2008:  an  incredibly  thin 
and  light  yet  expensive  and  underpow¬ 
ered  laptop.  Last  year’s  revision — which 
added  a  second  USB  port,  upgraded  the 
processor,  and  introduced  an  11. 6-inch 
model — was  much  more  appealing. 

With  the  new  models  introduced  in  July, 
the  Air  is  now  dead  center  in  Apple’s 
product  line.  You  get  the  distinct  impres¬ 
sion  that  if  s  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
all  Mac  laptops  look  like  this.  And  with  the 
addition  of  Intel  Core  i5  and  i7  processors 
and  the  high-speed  Thunderbolt  connec¬ 
tion  technology,  the  story  of  the  MacBook 
Air  is  no  longer  about  making  severe 
compromises  in  order  to  use  a  small,  light 
laptop.  This  is  the  laptop  Lion  was  made 
for.  If  the  MacBook  Air  is  the  future  of  the 
Mac  laptop,  the  future  is  now. 

Don’t  Mess  with  Success 

The  physical  design  of  these  new 
MacBook  Air  models  is  exactly  the  same 
as  the  models  introduced  in  October 
2010:  They’re  anodized  aluminum  on  the 
outside,  with  glossy  LED-backlit  displays 
framed  by  an  aluminum  bezel.  The  Air’s 
FaceTime  camera  isn’t  capable  of  the  HD 
resolution  offered  by  the  cameras  on  the 
MacBook  Pros  and  iMacs,  though. 

The  most  important  exterior  changes 
are  the  replacement  of  the  Mini  Display- 


Port  port  with  the  new  Thunderbolt  port, 
and  a  backlit  keyboard.  Apple  was  wise  not 
to  otherwise  change  the  design:  This  is 
already  a  pretty  great  pair  of  laptops.  The 
n.6-inch  model,  in  particular,  is  fantastic — 
it’s  the  smallest  Apple  laptop  of  all  time 
and  yet  remains  perfectly  usable,  with  a 
full-size  keyboard  and  a  i336-by-768-pixel 
display.  The  13-inch  model  feels  spacious 
in  comparison,  but  if  s  still  much  thinner 
and  lighter  than  the  13-inch  MacBook  Pro. 

Beauty  and  Brains 

Glowing  keyboard  excepted,  these  new 
MacBook  Airs  really  shine  on  the  inside. 
For  the  first  time,  the  MacBook  Air  offers 
speeds  in  the  vicinity  of  other  Macs.  Thaf  s 
because  these  laptops  are  powered  by 
ultra-low-voltage  editions  of  Intel’s  latest- 
generation  Core  i5  processors  (known  to 
chip  geeks  as  the  Sandy  Bridge  family). 

Though  the  processor  clock  speed  of 
the  new  13-inch  model  is  actually  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  generation 
(1.7GHz  versus  1.8GHz),  the  Core  i5 
family  is  vastly  superior  to  the  Core  2  Duo 
processors  found  in  the  old  models.  Our 
lab  tests  bear  that  out:  In  nine  largely 
processor-  and  storage-focused  tests,  the 
new  MacBook  Air  was  1.5  times  as  fast  as 
its  predecessor;  encoding  a  video  with 
HandBrake  was  nearly  twice  as  fast. 

The  news  on  the  n-inch  Air  is  even 
brighter  The  new  $999  model,  with  a 


1.6GHz  Core  i5  processor,  was  1.7  times  as 
fast  as  the  previous  S999  model  on  the 
same  set  of  processor-  and  storage-focused 
tests.  Our  HandBrake  encode  test  was  2.4 
times  as  fast.  I  never  felt  that  the  previous- 
model  n-inch  MacBook  Air  was  too  slow 
for  my  daily  work.  But  this  new  model  is 
measurably  faster  in  almost  every  way. 

Graphics  Questions 

There  is  one  respect,  however,  in  which 
these  MacBook  Airs  are  a  regression  from 
last  year’s  models.  Apple’s  done  to  the 
MacBook  Airs  what  it  did  with  the  13-inch 
MacBook  Pro  earlier  this  year  It  has 
replaced  the  previous  generation’s  Radeon 
graphics  processor  with  Intel  HD  Graphics 
3000  integrated  graphic  circuitry.  The

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performance  of  the  2011  MacBook  Air’s 
graphics  subsystem  was  all  over  the  map. 

When  we  tested  the  Airs  using 
Cinebench’s  OpenGL  test  and  a  Call  of 
Duty  demo,  the  performance  was  poor. 
Frame  rates  were  65  to  70  percent  of  what 
they  were  on  the  2010-model  Airs.  (The 
13-inch  MacBook  Pro  with  integrated 
graphics  posted  similarly  bad  scores.) 

When  we  asked  Apple  about  this,  the 
company  suggested  that  newer  games 
would  do  better  on  this  new  subsystem.  So 
we  tried  again,  this  time  with  Valve’s  Portal 
2  (released  in  April).  Sure  enough,  the 
results  were  much  better:  Frame  rates 
were  slightly  faster  than  on  the  previous- 
generation  models. 

The  lesson  seems  to  be  that,  while 
graphics  performance  on  recent  software 
releases  will  be  comparable  to  that  on  the 
previous  generation  of  MacBook  Airs, 
graphics-intensive  apps  such  as  games 
that  haven’t  been  updated  to  address  the 
Air’s  new  graphics  systems  will  be  slow. 

Batteries  and  Heat 

Apple  claims  that  these  MacBooks  have 
roughly  the  same  battery  life  as  the 
previous  models  did:  five  hours  of  use  for 
the  11-inch  model,  and  seven  hours  for 
the  13-inch  model.  Macworld  Lab’s  battery 
tests — which  drain  the  battery  faster  than 
Apple’s  tests — showed  similar  results: 
roughly  3.5  hours  for  the  u-inch  model 
and  5.5  hours  for  the  13-inch  one.  Both 
reveal  improvements  on  the  battery 
performance  of  the  previous  models. 

Prospective  MacBook  Air  buyers  are 
often  concerned  about  heat  and  fan  noise. 
(The  serious  heat  problems  of  the  original 
MacBook  Air  had  a  lasting  impact  on  the 
Mac-buying  psyche.)  When  these  systems 
crank  up  and  do  a  lot  of  work — encoding 
video,  for  example — the  underside  of  the 
case  can  get  warm  to  the  touch,  but  not 
hot.  Most  of  the  time,  they  don’t  work  that 
hard,  and  heat  is  not  an  issue. 

When  the  processors  do  crank  up,  the 
fans  do,  too.  And  they’re  not  silent,  at 
least  not  when  they’re  running  full  blast. 
So  if  you  run  Final  Cut  Pro  X  and  export 
an  HD  movie  to  iTunes,  for  example, 
expect  the  Air  to  get  warm  and  noisy. 


No  Longer  Isolated 

When  the  first  MacBook  Air  arrived,  it  had 
just  one  USB  2.0  port  to  connect  to  the 
outside  world.  At  one  point  I  had  a 
seven-port  hub  at  my  desk  so  that  I  could 
connect  an  ethemet  cable,  a  trackball,  a 
keyboard,  an  iPhone,  and  external  storage 
to  my  MacBook  Air.  Last  year’s  Air  added  a 
second  USB  port,  and  that  helped,  but  the 
Air’s  connections  were  still  awfully  limited. 

The  addition  of  the  Thunderbolt  port 
changes  everything.  Yes,  it’s  compatible: 
You  can  still  plug  in  any  Mini  DisplayPort 
cable  and  the  laptop  will  work  with  an 
external  display  just  fine.  But  Thunderbolt 
is  so  much  more  than  that.  It’s  a  connec¬ 
tion  technology  vastly  superior  not  just  to 
USB,  but  to  FireWire  and  eSATA  as  well. 
Fast  hard-drive  transfers,  gigabit  ethemet, 
FireWire  compatibility — all  of  these 
features  are  now  just  a  Thunderbolt 
adapter  or  three  away  from  being  available 
to  MacBook  Air  users.  The  catch  is  that 


Thunderbolt  is  a  technology  in  its  infancy, 
so  there’s  not  much  Thunderbolt  stuff  out 
there  now.  But  it’s  coming. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

The  MacBook  Air  began  as  a  niche 
laptop  for  a  tiny  sliver  of  the  Mac  market. 
But  today,  if  you’re  in  the  market  for  a 
Mac  laptop,  you  should  seriously 
consider  the  Air.  Sure,  it’s  a  poor  fit  for 
some  people — but  I  suspect  they  are 
increasingly  the  exception,  not  the  rule. 
There’s  a  reason  Apple’s  marketing 
slogan  for  this  version  of  the  Air  is  “The 
ultimate  everyday  notebook.” 

At  just  a  hair  under  3  pounds,  the 
13-inch  MacBook  Air  will  probably  be  a  hit 
with  users  accustomed  to  larger  screens. 
But  for  my  money,  the  11-inch  Air  is  the 
real  winner.  At  $999,  it  now  holds  down 
the  low-price  end  of  the  Apple  laptop  mar¬ 
ket.  Students,  in  particular,  will  love  its 
light  weight  and  small  size.

Apple's  most  affordable  Mac  reaches  new  performance  highs

On  the  outside,  the  latest 
version  of  the  Mac  mini 
is  mostly  in  line  with  last  year’s  design, 
but  the  inside  has  been  overhauled.  The 
mini  lineup  also  now  includes  two 
models,  with  the  entry-level  one  costing 
just  $599,  compared  with  $699  for  last 
year’s  model.  The  result  is  a  miniature 
powerhouse  that’s  mighty  appealing — as 
long  as  you  don’t  need  an  optical  drive. 

Missing  in  the  new  mini  is  a  Super- 
Drive.  For  people  who  use  DVDs  and 
CDs,  this  may  be  a  deal-killer.  Apple  sees 
the  optical  disc  as  an  aging  media 
format  that’s  quickly  being  replaced  by 
other  technologies.  Also,  leaving  out  the 


optical  drive  gave  Apple  room  for  other 
features  (Thunderbolt,  for  example)  and 
options  (a  dual-drive  setup  and,  on  the 
$799  model,  an  i7  processor)  that 
weren’t  possible  before.  If  you  need  an 
optical  drive,  you  can  get  Apple’s  $79 
external  MacBook  Air  SuperDrive. 

Cheaper,  Better,  Faster,  Stronger 

The  mini  is  available  in  two  models.  The 
$599  model  gives  you  a  2.3GHz  Intel 
Core  i5  processor,  2GB  of  RAM,  a 
500GB  hard  drive,  and  an  integrated 
Intel  HD  Graphics  3000  graphics 
processor.  The  $799  mini  ups  the  speed 
to  2.5GHz,  the  RAM  to  4GB,  and  the 


graphics  processor  to  a  discrete  AMD 
Radeon  HD  6630M  with  256MB  of  dedi¬ 
cated  memory. 

Both  models  replace  last  year’s  Mini 
DisplayPort  port  with  a  Thunderbolt  port 
that  supports  both  video  and  data 
connections,  as  well  as  Mini  DisplayPort 
displays.  Also,  you  still  get  a  dedicated 
HDMI  port  that  supports  both  video  and 
multichannel  audio. 

The  Core  i5  processors  provide  huge 
speed  gains.  In  a  number  of  our  tests, 
including  our  Cinebench  CPU  and 
HandBrake  MP4  Encode  tests,  the  mini 
with  the  2.5GHz  Core  i5  processor  was 
more  than  twice  as  fast  as  last  year’s 
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2.4GHz  Core  2  Duo  model;  the  new 
Core  i5  mini  was  approximately  45 
percent  faster  overall  than  its  predeces¬ 
sor.  In  other  CPU-intensive  tests,  speed 
gains  were  between  30  percent  and 
50  percent. 


Thanks  to  its 
discrete  graphics 
chip,  the  2.5GHz 
mini  was  nearly 
twice  as  fast  as 
the  2010  model  in 
our  Cinebench 
OpenGL  and 
Portal  2  tests;  it 
was  roughly  50 
percent  faster  in 
our  Call  of  Duty 
test.  But  the 
2.3GHz  model, 
with  its  integrated 
graphics  proces¬ 
sor,  was  roughly 
even  with  the  2010 
model  in  our  Cinebench  test  and  only  12 
percent  faster  in  the  Portal  2  test. 

Unfortunately,  the  Mac  mini’s  stock 
hard  drive  is  still  a  5400-rpm,  2.5-inch 
laptop  model.  This  year’s  models  were 
only  slightly  faster  than  last  year’s  in 


tests  that  involve  reading  data  from  and 
writing  data  to  the  hard  drive. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

The  new  Mac  mini  is  quintessential 
Apple:  beautiful,  well  engineered,  and 
powerful  enough  for  most  users.  But  it 
incorporates  design  decisions  that  may 
make  some  people  scratch  their  heads. 
Which  is  to  say  that  this  version  of  the 
mini  isn’t  for  everyone.  However,  Mac 
mini  fans  will  find  the  new  mini  mighty 
compelling — as  long  as  they  can  make  do 
without  an  optical  drive  (or  don’t  mind 
using  an  external  one).  For  people  who 
already  have  a  display,  keyboard,  and 
mouse,  the  new  mini  is  a  good  buy.

iChat  6 

iChat  6  is  unquestionably  the 
best  incarnation  of  Apple’s 
instant  messaging  software  to  date.  It 
now  supports  Yahoo  IM,  as  well  as 
Jabber,  so  you  can  use  iChat  to  connect 
to  other  IM  networks,  including 
Facebook  Chat.  It  also  combines  all  of 
your  friends  in  one  list,  regardless 
of  which  IM  system  they  use.  For

It 
supports  full-screen  mode  when  you’re 
video  chatting,  which  works  beautifully.

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HP’s  TouchPad  Takes  on  the  iPad 

iPad  rival  could  give  Apple  some  competition— if  it  irons  out  a  few  bugs  first

It  may  be  a  strange  thing  to  read  in  the 
pages  of  Macworld,  but  I’d  kind  of  like 
to  see  Hewlett-Packard’s  TouchPad 
and  the  webOS  mobile  operating  system 
that  powers  it  enjoy  some  measure  of 
success.  Apple  needs  strong  competitors 
in  the  tablet  market  to  push  things 
forward  for  the  iPad  and  iOS. 

I  think  companies  that  control  both 
the  hardware  and  the  software  are  more 
likely  to  produce  high-quality  products. 
That’s  obviously  been  the  case  for 
Apple’s  tablet,  but  how  about  for  the  HP 
TouchPad?  Physically,  the  TouchPad  is 
the  most  iPad-like  tablet  I’ve  seen.  It’s  a 
S499  10-inch  tablet  with  a  4:3  aspect 
ratio.  There’s  even  a  single  hardware 
button  on  the  front,  a  front-facing 
camera,  and  a  sleep /wake  button  at  the 
top.  At  a  glance,  many  people  won’t  be 
able  to  tell  the  devices  apart. 


What  the  TouchPad  Gets  Right 

The  TouchPad  provides  HP’s  webOS  webOS’s  Synergy  feature,  which  pulls

appropriate.  Apple  makes  a  big  deal 
about  Twitter  being  integrated  into  iOS 
5,  but  just  about  every  service  you  can 
think  of — AIM,  Skype,  Google  Calendar, 
MobileMe,  Facebook,  Twitter, 

MySpace — is  available  in  webOS. 

I  especially  appreciate  webOS’s 
app-switching  interface.  Tap  the 


hardware  button  (or  run  a  finger  from 
off  screen  to  on)  and  the  app  you’re 
using  pulls  back,  becoming  one  card  in  a 
strip  of  cards  arranged  horizontally.  Each 
card  represents  a  running  app  (or  a  set 
of  related  app  windows),  and  you  can 
swipe  backward  and  forward  to  pick  the 
app  you  want  to  use.  Flicking  a  card 
upward  causes  it  to  fly  off  the  screen, 
quitting  the  app — that’s  a  far  more 
intuitive  approach  than  iOS  takes. 

What  the  TouchPad  Gets  Wrong 

I  think  one  of  Apple’s  most  important 
achievements  is  completely  overlooked: 
the  fact  that  on  iOS  devices,  when  you 
move  your  finger,  the  on-screen  objects 
under  your  finger  move  along  with  it.  No 
lag,  no  judder  of  dropped  frames — just  a 
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pure  illusion  that  you’re  physically 
manipulating  an  object.  You  don’t  get 
that  kind  of  response  on  the  TouchPad, 
which  is  puzzlingly  sluggish  at  times. 

Many  of  the  apps  disappointed.  The 
Calendar  app  picked  up  my  Google 
Calendar  settings  and  automatically 
subscribed  me  to  my  calendars,  but  I 
found  the  app  remarkably  slow  some¬ 
times,  and  when  1  edited  events,  the 
changes  never  seemed  to  propagate 
beyond  the  TouchPad  itself.  I  like  that 
instant-messaging  services  and  Skype  are 
integrated  directly  with  the  TouchPad,  but 
the  tablet  kept  me  logged  in  to  I M  even  as 
I  slept,  jarring  me  awake  with  messages  at 
night  when  I  forgot  to  mute  the  Touch- 
Pad’s  volume.  As  for  Skype,  calls  I  made 
using  it  seemed  to  be  strangely  quiet  and 
muffled,  and  I  was  unable  to  video  chat 
with  anyone  who’s  still  on  the  good 
version  of  Skype  rather  than  the  less-good 


Skype  5.  The  well-designed  TouchPad 
email  app  is  reminiscent  of  the  iPad’s  Mail 
app.  But  it,  too,  could  be  slow,  and  email 
messages  sometimes  simply  wouldn’t 
display  when  I  tapped  on  them. 

The  Bottom  Line 

The  TouchPad  is  clearly  a  first  effort. 
While  there’s  a  lot  to  admire,  the 
software  is  just  not  all  there  yet.  The 
interface  isn’t  responsive  enough,  app 
launching  is  slow,  and  there  are  too 
many  other  initial-release  quirks.  (HP 
acknowledged  that  last  point:  In  August, 
it  released  an  over-the-air  update  to 
webOS  aimed  at  fixing  bugs  and 
improving  performance.)  Some  aspects 
of  what  HP  is  doing  with  webOS  are 
really  interesting,  such  as  Synergy  and 
the  OS’s  app-switching  interface.  For 
now,  though,  the  TouchPad  is  another 
iPad  competitor  that  comes  up  short.

App  Store  Hits 
New  Heights

If  Apple  is  going  to  stave  off  would-be 
competitors  like  the  HP  TouchPad, 
the  size  and  health  of  its  App  Store 
figures  to  play  a  key  part.  And  from 
Apple’s  perspective,  business  at  its 
online  emporium  for  mobile  apps 
couldn’t  be  more  booming. 

In  July,  Apple  said  that  its  App 
Store  passed  the  15  billion  download 
mark.  The  company  reached  the 
milestone  just  three  years  after  the 
App  Store  opened  its  virtual  doors. 
And  it's  not  as  if  the  App  Store 

I  struggled  to  reach  15  billion 

downloads.  The  10  billionth  app  was 
downloaded  at  the  start  of  the  year, 
meaning  that  iOS  device  users 
racked  up  5  billion  downloads 
between  January  and  July  of  2011. 

All  told,  the  App  Store  has  grown 
to  425,000  apps.  (There  were  just 
552  when  the  store  debuted  in  July 
2008.)  Nearly  a  quarter  of  the  apps 
currently  available  for  download— 
about  100,000— run  natively  on  the 
iPad.  “Our  App  Store  is  the  largest  by 
far,”  Apple  chief  operating  officer  Tim 
Cook  told  Wall  Street  analysts  in  July. 
“It  doesn’t  appear  that  any  other 
tablets  are  gaining  traction.” 

If  the  App  Store  is  paying  off  for 
Apple,  it’s  also  working  out  very 
nicely  for  many  of  the  developers 
stocking  its  shelves.  Apple  takes  a 
30  percent  cut  from  the  sales  of  any 
apps,  giving  the  rest  to  developers. 

At  June’s  Worldwide  Developers 
Conference,  Apple  said  that  it  has 
paid  out  $2.5  billion  to  developers 
to  date. 
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Verizon  Ends  Unlimited  Data, 
AT&T  Adds  Insurance

One  iPhone  carrier  has  done 

away  with  unlimited  data  plans, 
while  another  has  extended  its 
insurance  program  to  cover  Apple’s 
smartphone. 

When  Verizon  began  selling  the 
iPhone  4  earlier  this  year,  it  offered  users 
unlimited  data  as  a  way  to  differentiate 
itself  from  rival  carrier  AT&T,  which 
dropped  unlimited  data  plans  in  2010. 
Existing  Verizon  customers  can  still 
enjoy  unlimited  data  for  $30  a  month — 
even  if  they  upgrade  to  new  smartphones 
in  the  future.  But  as  of  July,  new  Verizon 
customers  will  have  to  pick  from  one  of 
three  tiered  data  plans. 

Under  Verizon’s  new  offerings, 
customers  can  get  2GB  of  data  for  $30 
each  month,  5GB  for  $50,  or  10GB  for 
$80.  Going  over  your  limit  will  cost  you 
$10  for  every  gigabyte  of  data.  The 
changes  are  on  par  with  what  AT&T 
offers  iPhone  customers,  though  with  a 
200MB  plan  for  $15  a  month,  AT&T  has 
the  edge  for  casual  smartphone  users. 

Speaking  of  AT&T,  the  carrier 
extended  its  Mobile  Insurance  program 
in  July  to  cover  all  iPhone  models.  For  an 
extra  $5  a  month,  your  smartphone  is 
covered  in  cases  of  theft,  loss,  accidental 
damage  (including  from  liquid),  and 
electrical  failure,  even  after  the  manufac¬ 


turer’s  warranty  expires. 

There  are  plenty  of  caveats  to  this 
offer,  however.  For  one,  there’s  a 
nonrefundable  deductible  of  either  S50 
or  $125  on  every  claim,  depending  on 
the  “tier”  of  your  device.  AT&T  will 
process  only  two  claims  from  any 
customer  within  a  12-month  period. 
And  the  replacement  phone  you’re 
entitled  to  under  the  program  may  not 
necessarily  be  a  new  device  or  even  the 
same  kind  of  phone  you  had  before.  We 
look  forward  to  the  reaction  the  first 
time  someone  with  a  broken  iPhone 
gets  a  Droid  in  its  place. 

To  be  eligible  for  Mobile  Insurance, 
you  must  sign  up  within  30  days  of 
activating  or  upgrading  your  phone  with 
AT&T.  You  can  cancel  Mobile  Insurance 
at  any  time,  at  which  point  you’ll  get  a 
prorated  refund.

As  a  clipboard  enhance¬ 
ment,  ClipList  (W*)  takes 
the  route  of  sticking  to  one 
thing  and  doing  it  well. 

ClipList  can  capture  multiple 
copy  or  cut  commands  and 
save  them  in  a  menu-bar 
item  that  presents  a 
drop-down  list.  The  appli¬ 
cation  can  also  take  the 
contents  of  the  clipboard 
and  save  it  to  your  desktop 

as  an  RTF  file.  You  can  save  sets  of  clipboard  items  that  you  can  then  load  from 
files  previously  saved  from  the  menu.  One  major  limitation  is  that  ClipList  works

KeyRemap4MacBook  7.3.0 

KeyRemap4MacBook’s  (f  f  f  f )  name  implies  that  it  remaps  keys  for  MacBooks 
alone,  but  in  fact  it  can  do  so  for  all  Macs.  Of  particular  interest  are  the  key  bindings 
for  emacs  and  vi:  If  you’ve  committed  the  keystrokes  in  those  Unix  text  editors  to  your 
muscle-memory,  KeyRemap4MacBook  enables  you  to  use  them  in  your  Mac  apps.  It 
does  more  than  that,  though.  If  you  feel  that  the  modifier-keys  (3€,  Control,  and 
Option)  are  placed  badly  for  efficient  keyboard  operation,  KeyRemap4MacBook 
even  sports  a  way  to  remap  Tab  and  caps  lock  to  these  keys.  The  software’s 
interface  can  be  difficult  to  understand,  but  the  app  can  be  rewarding  if  it  allows  you 
to  uncover  that  one  key  binding  you’ve  been  searching  for  (payment  requested;

Deja  Vu  3.7.5 

Deja  Vu  (f  f  f  f )  is  a  pane  in  System 
Preferences  that  helps  you  back  up  your 
data  to  any  directly  attached  or  network- 
attached  drive.  It  works  like  Time  Machine, 
but  it  offers  more  configuration  options 
beyond  basic  backups.  Also,  Deja  Vu  has 
options  for  repairing  volume  permissions 
before  a  backup  starts,  can  clone  complete 
startup  volumes  and  create  versioned 
backups,  and  can  perform  one-way 
synchronization  of  folders.  The  program’s 
only  weakness  is  that  it  can’t  back  up  data 
when  a  user  is  not  logged  in  ($29;

INPUT 

DwellClick  2.0 

DwellClick  (W  1)  allows  you  to  navigate 
your  Mac  with  your  mouse  or  trackpad 
without  having  to  click.  When  you  place 
your  cursor  on,  say,  an  application  icon  and 
wait  for  a  second,  DwellClick  kicks  in  and 
opens  the  application  for  you,  all  without 
your  actually  clicking  on  your  mouse 
button.  Step-by-step  instructions  help  you 
tailor  DwellClick  to  your  needs.  DwellClick 
also  supports  tasks  such  as  dragging  and 
Control-clicking  (aka  right-clicking)  func¬ 
tions  by  showing  a  pop-up  panel  where 
you  select  the  action  you  want  to  perform.

OpenMenu  X  (Iff  f ))  is 
a  menu-based  launching 
utility.  You  can  fill  it  with 
a  hierarchy  of  things  you 
want  to  launch,  including 
applications,  Apple-

services,  and  URLs.  You 
can  invoke  the  menu 
itself  in  three  different 
ways:  via  a  menu-bar 
item,  from  a  contextual 
menu,  and  through  a 
pop-up  menu.  You  can  open  the  pop-up  menu  by  tapping  a  key  twice,  by  using  a 
hotkey,  or  by  using  the  contextual  menu.  Other  advanced  options  are  available,

It  lets  you  add  key  combina¬ 
tions  for  launching  applications,  websites,  files  and  folders, 
AppleScripts,  and  shell  scripts.  You  control  Shortcuts  from  a 
menu-bar  menu;  from  there,  you’ll  find  a  link  to  the  program’s 
preferences  window.  In  that  window,  you’ll  see  that  the 
shortcuts  are  organized  by  category.  Within  each  category,  you 
can  view,  add,  or  delete  shortcuts.  Adding  a  key  combination 
requires  just  a  few  keystrokes  ($10;  Nulana,  nulana.com).

Sapiens  1.2.1 

Sapiens  (MM)  is  an  application  launcher  that  offers  plenty  of  keyboard 
control,  but  its  focus  is  mainly  on  the  mousing  side  of  the  Mac  interface.  No 
matter  which  program  you’re  in,  you  trigger  Sapiens  by  moving  your  mouse  in  a 
circle.  Up  pops  Sapiens’  interface,  which  is  itself  a  circle.  From  that  circle,  you 
can  pick  an  app  to  launch.  You  can  choose  from  a  few  different  layouts  to 
determine  how  app  icons  are  scattered  around  the  circle,  though  you  can’t 
specify  precisely  which  apps  appear  and  where.  Sapiens  also  tries  to  learn 
which  apps  you  use  most  often,  so  that  it  can  display  them  more  prominently.

Wraparound  mm  allows  your  cursor  to  wrap  around  the  edges  of  your  display.  For 
example,  if  you  reach  the  right  edge  of  your  display,  it  will  wrap  around  and  end  up  on 
the  left  side  of  your  screen.  It  works  horizontally  and  vertically,  and  with  all  kinds  of 
multiple  display  setups.  You  can  even  drag  windows  across  these  borders.  At  first,  this 
effect  can  be  disorienting,  but  it  can  also  be  very  useful,  particularly  with  multiple- 
screen  arrangements  that  span  a  good  distance.

Of  the  applications  that  track  what  you 
do  on  your  Mac,  Time  Sink  (f  $M)  is  one 
of  the  easiest  to  use.  It  records  the  time 
each  program  on  your  Mac  is  open  and 
when  it’s  in  the  foreground.  Time  Sink 
sits  in  the  background,  keeping  track  of 
everything  you  do.  If  you  close  an  app  or 
window,  the  timer  stops;  if  you  reopen  it, 
the  timing  resumes.  The  Activity  Report 
feature  is  more  graphical,  showing  a 
timeline  for  each  app— when  it  was 
opened,  when  it  was  active,  and  when  it 
was  in  the  background.

But  what  a  clever  cover  it  is:  A  set 
of  concealed  magnets  on  each  side  allows  the  Smart  Cover’s  hinge  to  attach,  with 
perfect  orientation,  to  the  edge  of  the  iPad  and  to  adhere  to  the  iPad’s  screen;  even 
more  impressively,  when  you  open  the  cover,  the  iPad  automatically  wakes  up,  and  when 
you  close  the  screen,  the  iPad  goes  to  sleep.  The  Smart  Cover  also  rolls  up  into  a  triangu¬ 
lar  shape  that  flips  around  to  the  iPad’s  backside,  so  it  can  serve  as  both  a  typing  stand 
and  a  viewing  stand.

Screen  films  protect  the 
touchscreen  from 
scratches  without 
interfering  with  its 
function;  a  few  of  them 
also  reduce  screen  glare.

Sometimes  you  want  to  carry  more  than  just  your  iPad,  but  you  don’t  want  a  bulky  bag 
or  backpack.  A  carrying  pack  protects  your  iPad  and  accommodates  cables,  a  charger, 
and  even  Apple’s  Wireless  Keyboard.  Recommended:  Incase  Travel  Kit  Plus  ($60; 
goincase.com),  Waterfield  Designs  iPad  Wallet  or  iPad  Travel  Express  (both  pictured, 
Wallet  in  black  and  Express  in  brown;  $69  to  $101,  depending  on  options;  sfbags.com). 
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FULL-SIZE  HEADPHONES 
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HEADPHONES 


If  you  don’t  mind  putting  up  with 
some  extra  bulk,  good  full-size 
headphones  sound  better  than  the 
lightweight  ones;  some  are  also  a 
lot  more  comfortable,  Closed 
models  block  out  some  external 
noise,  while  open  ones  let  more 
noise  in  and  out.  One  caveat:  To 
reach  their  potential,  many  full-size 
headphones  require  more  juice 
than  an  iPad’s  headphone  jack 
provides;  our  recommended 
models  don’t.  Recommended:

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In-ear-canal  headphones  (also  known 
as  canalphones)  fit  snugly— and  fairly 
deeply— in  your  ear  canals.  They  block 
most  external  noise  and  can  also 
produce  stunning  audio  quality.  The 
downsides:  Some  people  find  them 
uncomfortable,  and  they  can  be  expensive. 

Halfway  between  earbuds  and  canalphones, 
canalbuds  are  more  comfortable  than  the  in-ear-canal  models,  but 
they  can’t  match  their  performance.  Recommended:  Ultimate  Ears

Unlike  the  iPod  and  iPhone,  the  iPad  doesn’t  come  with  a  set 
of  earbuds,  so  you’ll  need  to  provide  your  own.  Apple’s 
standard  white  earbuds  will  work,  but  there  are  others  that  do 
a  better  job  of  unlocking  the  iPad’s  sonic  potential.  Here  are 
our  picks  in  the  different  classes  of  headphones.

The  iPad  can  stream  stereo  audio  to  Bluetooth 
(A2DP)  headphones,  and  when  you’re  running  iOS  4.2  or  later 
on  your  iPad,  you  can  even  control  music  playback  by  using  the 
play/pause,  back,  and  forward  buttons  on  the  Bluetooth 
headphones  themselves.

Back  Up  Your  Gmail 

Take  out  an  insurance  policy  on  cloud-based  email

Google’s  popular  Gmail  service 
(mail.google.com)  provides  free 
email  accounts  with  plentiful 
storage,  fast  searching,  and  access  from 
any  Web  browser.  But  keeping  all  your 
correspondence  in  Google’s  cloud  is 
risky:  A  network  outage  between  your 
Mac  and  Google’s  servers  could  render 
your  email  inaccessible,  while  a  server 
malfunction  or  user  error  could  zap 
years  of  saved  messages.  You  can 
minimize  your  chances  of  losing  email 
by  backing  up  your  Gmail  account. 

Both  of  the  backup  techniques  I  cover 
here  require  access  to  your  Gmail 
account  via  IMAP,  which  is  disabled  by 
default.  Your  first  step  is  to  log  in  to  your 
Gmail  account,  click  the  gear-shaped 
icon  in  the  upper  right  corner,  and 
choose  Mail  Settings  from  the  pop-up 
menu.  Then  click  on  the  Forwarding 
And  POP/IMAP  link  and  make  sure 
Enable  IMAP  is  selected.  If  it’s  not, 
select  it  and  click  Save  Changes. 

Back  Up  Locally 

The  least  expensive  and  most  secure  way 
to  back  up  your  Gmail  is  to  download  your 
messages  using  an  IMAP  client  such  as 


Apple  Mail  (f f  f  f;  macworld.com/7409) 
or  Microsoft  Outlook  (MM;  macworld 
.com/7410).  If  you  use  such  a  client  to 
access  your  Gmail  account,  and  assuming 
your  settings  are  correct  (as  I  will  explain 
in  a  moment),  then  you  automatically 
store  local  copies  of  messages. 


If  you  already  use  an  IMAP  client  for 
other  accounts,  add  your  Gmail  account 
just  as  you  would  any  other  IMAP 
account.  Google  provides  detailed  setup 
instructions  for  the  most  common 
IMAP  clients,  which  you  can  access  at 
macworld.com/7412.  But  in  addition  to 
setting  up  your  account  as  described 


there,  be  sure  that  your  client  is  set  to 
synchronize  all  messages,  as  follows: 

Mail  In  Apple  Mail,  choose  Mail  ► 
Preferences,  click  Accounts,  and  select 
your  Gmail  account  in  the  list  on  the  left. 
Click  Advanced,  and  from  the  Keep 
Copies  Of  Messages  For  Offline  Viewing 


pop-up  menu,  choose  All  Messages  And 
Their  Attachments. 

Outlook  In  Outlook  2011,  choose 
Outlook  ►  Preferences,  click  Accounts, 
and  select  your  Gmail  account  in  the  list 
on  the  left.  Click  Advanced,  and  then 
click  Server;  make  sure  Always  Download 
Complete  Message  Bodies  is  checked, 
and  uncheck  In  Inbox  Only.  Click  OK, 
and  then  close  the  Preferences  window. 

With  your  client  set  up  correctly,  all 
you  need  to  do  is  remember  to  launch 
it  and  check  (or  allow  Gmail  to  automati¬ 
cally  check)  your  Gmail  account  for  new 
messages  once  a  day.  Be  sure  to  leave  it 
running  long  enough  to  download  all 
your  messages  before  quitting. 

Once  your  messages  have  been  down¬ 
loaded  to  an  IMAP  client,  you  have  two 
copies  of  each  message — one  on  your  Mac 
and  one  on  Google’s  servers.  But  because

up  your  Gmail 
account,  as  well  as 
important  data 
from  most  social 
media  sites 
including  Twitter 
and  Facebook. 
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IMAP  keeps  your  email  program  and 
Gmail  in  sync,  deleting  a  message  in 
either  place  (even  if  inadvertently)  also 
makes  it  disappear  from  the  other.  So  for 
added  security,  be  sure  to  use  Mac  OS  X’s 
Time  Machine  or  another  backup  pro¬ 
gram  to  keep  your  local  files — including 
downloaded  email — backed  up. 

Back  Up  to  the  Cloud 

If  you  don’t  want  the  bother  of  setting  up  a 
local  email  client,  or  if  you  prefer  to  avoid 
the  clutter  of  extra  files  on  your  disk,  you 
can  back  up  Gmail’s  messages  to  another 
cloud-based  service  for  a  modest  fee.  You 
can  then  view  or  restore  backed-up 
messages  in  any  Web  browser.  Here  are  a 
couple  of  examples  of  such  services: 

Backupify  An  all-purpose  doud-to- 
cloud  backup  service,  Backupify  (www. 
backupify.com)  can  back  up  your  Gmail, 
other  Google  Apps,  your  Facebook 
profile  information,  your  tweets  from 
Twitter,  your  photo  collection  on  Flickr, 
photos  and  videos  you  store  on  Picasa, 
Google  Calendar  data,  and  more. 


The  free  iGB  Personal  plan  for  social 
media  (Gmail,  Facebook,  Twitter,  Flickr, 
and  more)  covers  three  accounts;  the 
MyCloud  100  plan  costs  $5  per  month  for 
10GB  of  storage  from  up  to  5  accounts; 
and  the  MyCloud  500  account,  at  $20 


per  month,  backs  up  unlimited  accounts 
with  unlimited  storage.  Different  pricing 
applies  for  Google  Apps. 

BackupMyMail  A  service  from 

BackupMy  (www.backupmy.net), 

BackupMyMail  costs  $20  per  year  for  iGB 
of  storage  for  Gmail,  Yahoo  Mail,  or 
Hotmail/Windows  Live  accounts.  A  Pro 
account  costs  $26  per  year  for  2GB  of 
storage  and  a  Power  User  account  costs 
$35  per  year  for  5GB  of  storage  (www 
.backupmymail.com).  The  company  offers 
separate  services  for  backing  up  your  blog 
(www.backupmyblog.com),  your  Twitter 
account  (www.backupmytweets.com),  and 
online  photos  (www.backupmypics.com). 

But  note  that  although  Backupify  and 
BackupMyMail  encrypt  your  login  creden¬ 
tials,  the  companies’  security  measures 
vary.  A  representative  from  Backupify  told 
me  that  the  contents  of  all  email  messages 
are  stored  using  AES  256-bit  encryption — 
and  that  the  only  people  with  access  to  the 
encryption  key  are  the  CEO  and  the  VP  of 
Security.  Meanwhile,  BackupMyMail 
doesn’t  explidtly  state  whether,  or  how,  it 
proteds  the  contents  of  your  email  at  all. 
You’ll  have  to  consider  each  provider’s 
privacy  policy  and  judge  for  yourself.

Accidental  iPhoto  Access  If  you  forget  to  turn  off  iPhoto’s  Sharing  preference,  you  risk 
unintentionally  broadcasting  your  photos  on  any  Wi-Fi  network  you  join. 


The  settings  that  make  it  easy  to 
share  your  files,  music,  and 
photos  at  home  or  in  the  office 
also  make  it  easy  for  strangers  to 
stumble  upon  your  data  when  you’re  at  a 
coffee  shop  or  on  a  cruise  ship.  Here’s 
what  you  need  to  do  to  make  sure  your 
Mac  isn’t  unnecessarily  vulnerable  when 
you  travel.  (These  tips  work  in  both 
Snow  Leopard  and  Lion.) 

Turn  Off  File  Sharing 

The  first  step  to  making  sure  you  don’t 
share  more  than  you  intend  is  to  open 
System  Preferences,  select  the  Sharing 
pane,  and  then  turn  off  File  Sharing. 

If  you  prefer  to  leave  File  Sharing 
enabled  so  that  you  can  share  files  with 
traveling  companions,  instead  go  to  the 
Sharing  pane  and  change  the  permis¬ 
sions  for  Everyone  to  No  Access.  That 
way,  only  folks  with  whom  you’ve  shared 
your  username  and  password  (or  for 
whom  you’ve  created  separate  accounts 
on  your  Mac)  will  be  able  to  connect. 

Turn  Off  Other  Sharing  Options 

While  you’re  in  the  Sharing  pane,  it’s  a 
good  time  to  verify  that  no  unnecessary 
sharing  options  are  enabled,  either.  For 
example,  if  you  never  use  Remote  Login, 


Remote  Management,  DVD  Sharing, 
Internet  Sharing,  or  Bluetooth  Sharing, 
be  sure  that  those  checkboxes  are 
unchecked.  And  you  certainly  shouldn’t 
allow  password-free  Screen  Sharing. 

Now  you’re  safe,  right?  Not  necessarily. 
If  you  want  to  keep  your  data  truly  private, 
you  must  tweak  a  few  other  settings,  too. 


Keep  iPhoto  to  Yourself 

If  you’re  launching  iPhoto  to  import 
photos  from  your  travels,  you  may  want 
to  verify  that  you’re  not  accidentally 
broadcasting  your  family’s  photos  to 
anyone  who  cares  to  look. 

In  iPhoto’s  preferences  (iPhoto  ► 
Preferences),  click  on  the  Sharing  tab, 
and  make  sure  that  Share  My  Photos 
is  unchecked. 

Share  iTunes  Selectively 

As  with  iPhoto,  if  you’d  rather  not  have 
your  Mac  serve  as  a  remote  jukebox  for 
anyone  on  the  same  Wi-Fi  network  as  you, 
but  you  still  want  to  rock  out  to  iTunes 
yourself,  you  need  to  tweak  your  iTunes 
settings:  Click  on  the  Sharing  tab  in 
iTunes’  preferences,  and  uncheck  Share 
My  Library  On  My  Local  Network. 

With  both  iTunes  and  iPhoto,  you  can 
choose  to  require  a  sharing  password 
instead  of  simply  disabling  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  sharing  altogether.  But  leaving 
sharing  off  is  the  safest  approach.

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Unexpected  Uses  for  the  Tab  Key 

Zoom  around  the  Finder— and  your  favorite  apps 

BY  SHARON  ZARDETTO 


hink  the  Tab  key  does  nothing 
more  than  adjust  indents  in  a 
word  processor?  Then  you’re  in 
for  a  surprise.  These  tricks  work  in  Snow 
Leopard  and  (for  the  most  part)  Lion,  too. 

Select  Items  Alphabetically 

In  Finder  windows,  in  all  but  Column 
view,  pressing  the  Tab  key  moves  you 
from  file  to  file  alphabetically  by  name. 
(Shift-Tab  selects  files  in  reverse 
alphabetical  order.) 

In  windows  already  sorted  by  name,  that 
means  Tab  just  moves  you  down  the  list  of 
files.  But  Tab  also  navigates  files  in 
alphabetical  order  when  they’re  sorted  by 
some  other  criterion — size,  kind,  or 
anything  else.  (To  sort  files,  choose  from 
the  View  ►  Sort  By  submenu;  in  Lion, 
press  Option  to  change  the  Arrange  By 
menu  to  Sort  By.  In  List  view,  dick  a 
column  header.)  This  works  even  when 
files  are  grouped  using  Lion’s  Arrange  By 
option:  Tab  jumps  among  groups, 
following  the  filenames. 

Navigate  with  Your  Keyboard 

Keep  your  hands  on  your  keyboard  by 
using  the  Tab  key  to  move  from  one 
window  element  (button,  pop-up  menu, 
text  field,  and  so  on)  to  another.  Launch 
System  Preferences,  go  to  the  Keyboard 
preference  pane,  click  on  Keyboard 
Shortcuts,  and  select  All  Controls  from 
the  options  at  the  bottom  of  the  window. 

When  you  turn  on  that  setting, 
though,  you’ll  often  find  yourself  tabbing 
through  every  control  in  every  window, 
sometimes  wasting  more  time  than  you 
save.  You  can  turn  this  feature  on  and  off 
as  needed  without  repeated  trips  to  the 
preference  pane  by  enabling  the  Change 
The  Way  Tab  Moves  Focus  shortcut.  To 
do  so,  open  the  Keyboard  system 
preference  and  click  the  Keyboard 
Shortcuts  tab.  Select  Keyboard  &  Text 
Input  in  the  list  on  the  left;  on  the  right, 
check  the  box  in  front  of  Change  The 


Way  Tab  Moves  Focus.  To  change  the 
default  shortcut,  double-click  on  the 
existing  one  and  press  a  new  key  combo. 

Hop  around  a  Safari  Window 

It’s  easy  to  navigate  mouse-free  in  Safari. 
When  you  have  Keyboard  Shortcuts 
preferences  set  to  the  default  Text  Boxes 
And  Lists  Only,  pressing  Tab  cycles  you 
from  the  address  field  to  the  search  field, 
and  through  any  fill-in  fields  on  the 
webpage.  Safari  also  has  its  own  setting 
for  tabbing  to  elements  other  than  fields. 
Go  to  Safari  ►  Preferences,  click  the 
Advanced  tab  and  select  the  Press  Tab  To 
Highlight  Each  Item  On  A  Webpage 
option.  While  this  is  handy  because  it 
selects  clickable  items  such  as  buttons 
that  you  can  then  trigger  by  pressing 
Return,  it  doesn’t  let  you  get  at  Safari- 
window  elements:  toolbar  buttons,  the 
Bookmarks  bar,  or  your  tabs. 

Forget  the  Safari  preferences  and  head 
back  to  OS  X’s  Keyboard  preferences. 
There,  turn  on  the  All  Controls  option  for 
the  Tab  key.  With  All  Controls  on,  activate 
either  Safari’s  address  field  ($€-L)  or  its 
search  field  (3€-Option-F)  to  focus  Safari’s 
attention  on  the  title  bar.  Then  press  Tab  or 
Shift-Tab  to  move  through  items  in  the 
toolbar,  Bookmarks  bar,  and  Tab  bar.  When 
an  item  is  selected,  press  the  spacebar  to 
activate  it.  When  a  menu  is  selected,  press 


the  spacebar  to  open  it,  use  arrow  keys  to 
highlight  an  item,  and  press  Return  to 
activate  that  item.  If  nothing  is  selected, 
pressing  the  spacebar  closes  the  menu. 

Switch  Applications  in  Expose 

In  Snow  Leopard,  when  Expose  is 
activated,  pressing  Tab  opens  the  Dock, 
highlights  your  next  open  application,  and 
shows  all  its  windows.  When  you  trigger 
the  Application  Windows  feature  (Fio  or 
Fn-Fio  by  default),  you  see  all  the  windows 
for  your  current  application — a  great  way 
to  overcome  the  problem  of  moving  to  a 
specific  window  on  a  cluttered  screen. 

If  you  want  to  view  windows  for  another 
open  application,  press  Tab  while  the  cur¬ 
rent  application’s  windows  are  displayed. 

The  Dock  appears  with  the  next  open 
application  highlighted  against  the  Expose 
background  and  its  windows  displayed. 
Keep  pressing  Tab  to  move  to  other  open 
applications  in  turn;  Shift-Tab  moves  you 
in  the  opposite  direction.  You  can  do  this 
even  if  you’ve  started  with  the  All  Windows 
Expose  option  (F9  or  Fn-F9  by  default): 
Pressing  Tab  switches  you  into  Application 
Windows  mode  and  moves  you  to  the  next 
application.  To  switch  to  a  displayed 
application,  click  in  one  of  its  windows  (or 
select  a  window  with  the  arrow  keys  and 
press  Return).  To  return  to  the  original 
application,  press  Esc.

The  Dell  V715w  color  inkjet  multifunction 
printer  offers  good  print  quality  and 
paper-handling  features,  as  well  as  fax  and 
Wi-Fi  capabilities.  It  also  includes  an 
SD/MultiMediaCard  slot  and  a  USB/ 
PictBridge  port  for  saving  scans  and 
printing  photos.  In  tests,  at  default  settings 
on  plain  paper,  black  text  printed  at  a 
middling  rate  of  6.4  pages  per  minute.  For 
a  full-page,  high-resolution  photo,  the 
V715w  printed  at  a  rate  of  0.7  ppm— faster 
than  most  other  MFPs.  If  you  switch  the 
V715w  into  draft  mode,  you  can  get 
printouts  of  passable  quality  in  a  hurry. 

Text  looked  dark  charcoal  rather  than 
black,  but  it  was  mostly  crisp.  Color  photos 
printed  on  plain  paper,  on  the  other  hand, 
looked  washed  out  and  grainy;  the  same 
images  appeared  smooth  and  natural  on 
Dell’s  own  glossy  paper.  As  for  ink,  you  pay 
a  pricey  8.9  cents  per  black  page,  and  20.7 
cents  per  four-color  page.  High-yield  ink 
cartridges  reduce  costs  to  a  tolerable  4.8 
cents  per  black  page  and  12.4  cents  per 
four-color  page  (macworld.com/7415).

Mozilla’s  Firefox  4  represented  a  huge 
leap  forward  for  the  Web  browser.  But 
Firefox  5  is  more  like  a  small  step  or  two. 
In  addition  to  security,  stabil.ty,  and  other 
under-the-hood  fixes,  Firefox  5’s  release 
notes  promise  support  for  CSS  anima¬ 
tions.  Alas,  Firefox  5  still  doesn’t  seem  to 
support  the  CSS  3D  transforms  used  in 
some  of  the  niftier  applications  of  CSS 
animation.  But  the  browser  i  fast, 
responsive,  and  fun,  with  a  few  great 
ideas  (like  App  Tabs)  and  a  few  uninspired 
ones  (looking  at  you,  Tab  Groups).  Firefox 
5’s  SunSpider  JavaScript  benchmark 
score  of  355.3  milliseconds  edged  out 
Firefox  4’s  356.7  ms.  It  also  outperformed 
the  entire  current  pack  of  major  Mac 
browsers,  including  Safari  5.0.5,  Chrome 
12,  and  the  new  Opera  11.5,  by  markedly 
wider  margins.  HTML  and  CSS  perfor¬ 
mance  make  for  Firefox  5’s  biggest 
letdown.  The  browser  posted  slightly 
slower  scores  in  both  than  Firefox  4  did, 
finishing  second-to-last,  ahead  of  Opera, 
in  XHTML  rendering  speed,  and  tying 
Opera  for  dead  last  in  CSS  speed, 
However,  version  5  is  a  solid  upgrade  to 
Firefox,  and  if  you  prize  JavaScript 
performance,  you  may  not  find  a  faster 
Mac  browser  (macworld.com/7419).

Viewing  Music  Spotify’s  dedicated  application  operates  similarly  to  iTunes.  The  difference 
is  that  you  can  view  music  stored  on  your  hard  drive,  as  well  as  music  in  the  cloud. 


Spotify  (www.spotify.com),  the 
popular-in-Europe  music 
subscription  service,  has  arrived 
in  the  United  States.  The  service  is 
available  in  three  flavors — free  (you  can 
listen  to  a  limited  number  of  hours  of 
music  per  month  at  160  kilobits  per 
second),  Unlimited  ($5  a  month  with 
unlimited  listening  at  160  kbps),  and 
Premium  ($10  a  month  with  unlimited 
listening,  320-kbps  tracks  where 
available,  and  support  for  downloads  and 
mobile  listening).  The  free  version  is 
currently  available  via  invitation  only,  but 
people  willing  to  pay  for  Unlimited  or 
Premium  access  can  sign  up  now. 

Highlights 

There’s  nothing  new  or  mysterious 
about  music  subscription  services — 
they’ve  been  around  for  years.  But  other 
than  free  services  such  as  Pandora,  the 
play-exactly-what-you-want-to-play-when- 
you-want-to-play-it  services  haven’t 
caught  on.  Spotify  hopes  to  change  that 
by  offering  an  ad-based  free  plan  and  by 
heavily  integrating  social  networking 
into  its  service.  The  idea  is  that  your 
friends  will  encourage  you  to  use  the 
service  by  recommending  music  to  you, 
which,  in  turn,  may  tempt  you  to  pony 
up  for  the  Unlimited  or  Premium  plans 
to  remove  the  restrictions  in  the  free 
plan.  And  when  you  pay  for  the  most 
expensive  plan,  you  can  then  download 
any  of  the  millions  of  tracks  offered  by 
the  service  to  your  iOS  or  Android 
devices  for  offline  listening. 

The  Application 

On  a  computer,  subscription  services 
such  as  Rhapsody,  Napster,  Mog,  and 


Rdio  depend  almost  entirely  on  your 
accessing  the  service  via  a  Web  browser, 
which  can  be  a  clumsy  method.  Spotify 
has  a  dedicated  application,  which  looks 
similar  to  iTunes. 

Within  the  application’s  source  list, 
you  select  what  you  wish  to  see.  Click 
What’s  New,  for  instance,  and  you  see 
eight  album  covers  from  recently 
released  (and  popular)  albums  in  the 
pane  on  the  right.  You  can  see  additional 
new  releases  by  clicking  a  More  button. 
Regrettably,  there’s  no  way  to  view  a  very 
long  list  of  new  releases — you  see  only 
eight  entries  per  page.  However,  click  on 


the  Top  Lists  tab,  and  a  list  of  100  top 
tracks  and  albums  appears. 

Click  the  Feed  tab,  and  you’ll  see  not 
only  news  from  Spotify,  but  also  any 
messages  you’ve  posted  as  well  as 
messages  from  your  followers. 

The  source  list’s  Play  Queue  entry 
displays  everything  you’ve  added  to  your 
Spotify  queue,  including  tracks  from  your 
local  music  library,  Spotify  tracks  you’ve 
added,  and  playlists  you’ve  downloaded. 
Click  Inbox  and  you’ll  see  links  to  all  the 
music  tracks  that  have  been  sent  to  you. 

Lastly  in  that  area,  you’ll  spy  a  Devices 
entry.  Download  the  Spotify  iOS  or 
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Android  app,  launch  it,  and  enter  your 
Spotify  username  and  password  within 
the  app.  Your  device  will  then  appear 
under  the  Devices  entry  on  your  Mac. 
Then  you  can  choose  the  music  you  want 
to  sync  to  your  device  and  download  it  to 
the  device  wirelessly. 

The  music  library  section  below  that 
includes  not  only  the  contents  and 
playlists  from  Spotify,  but  also  the 
contents  of  your  iTunes  library  and  any 
other  local  music  sources  you’ve  added  (a 


folder  full  of  MP3  files,  for  example).  Note 
that  the  Spotify  application  can’t  play 
protected  music  files  purchased  from  the 
iTunes  Store,  nor  can  it  play  videos. 

Search  and  Discovery  The  Spotify 
application  has  a  single  search  field  at 
the  top  of  the  window.  If  you  choose  the 
What’s  New  entry  in  the  source  list  and 
then  enter  a  query  in  this  field,  you’ll 
search  the  contents  of  Spotify’ s  library. 
Or,  instead,  choose  Library  in  the  source 
list  to  search  the  contents  of  your  local 
library  (including  tracks  downloaded 
from  Spotify). 

When  you  search  within  Spotify’ s 
library,  the  top  portion  of  the  results 
contains  pictures  of  any  matching 
artists,  as  well  as  Artists  and  Albums 
links.  For  example,  search  for  James 
Brown,  and  you  discover  a  single  image 
of  the  youthful  Godfather  of  Soul.  In 
the  Artists  area,  you’ll  find  James 
Brown,  James  Brown  &  The  Famous 
Flames,  and  The  James  Brown  Band. 
Click  on  James  Brown  &  The  Famous 
Flames,  and  a  list  of  albums  appears 
below  (with  their  contents  listed  to  the 
right),  along  with  a  Top  Hits  entry  that 
contains  five  hits  by  Mr.  Brown  and 
band.  The  Albums  links  works 
similarly.  You  can  easily  create  a  new 
playlist  based  on  one  of  these  links  by 
Control-clicking  on  it  and  choosing  Add 
To  New  Playlist  in  the  resulting  menu. 

Once  you’ve  selected  an  artist,  you  see 
Biography  and  Related  Artists  tabs.  Both 


are  welcome  and  useful,  as  they  contain 
links  to  other  artists  important  to  an 
artist’s  career. 

In  other  ways  Spotify’ s  search  feature 
is  too  limited.  Enter  ‘Beethoven’,  for 
example,  and  you  receive  a  long  list  of 
album  covers — complete  with  their  track 
listings — arranged  in  no  particular  order. 
(More  useful  would  be  an  iTunes-like 
view — covers  arrayed  on  a  grid  with  title 
and  artist  information.)  Should  you  need 
track  information,  select  an  album. 


The  Social  When  you  have  15  million 
tracks  to  choose  from,  it’s  hard  to  know 
what  to  listen  to.  That’s  where  Spotify’s 
social  features  come  in.  Spotify  users  can 
share  playlists  with  each  other.  Thus, 
instead  of  Twitter  quips,  you  can  pass 
around  lists  of  tunes  you  like  that  your 
friends  can  then  listen  to.  If  you  don’t  care 
for  your  friends’  tastes,  you  can  instead 
turn  to  sites  that  publish  Spotify  playlists: 
ShareMyPlaylists  (www.sharemyplaylists 


.com),  for  example.  Or  try  a  site  such  as 
Spotiseek  (www.spotiseek.com),  where 
you  can  enter  the  name  of  an  artist  you 
like  and  have  the  site  generate  a  Spotify 
playlist  of  related  music  for  you.  Add  these 
playlists  to  Spotify,  and  you  have  access  to 
the  music  they  contain. 

The  Future 

Other  subscription  services  offer  many  of 
the  same  features  as  Spotify  (and  even 
implement  some  of  them  better),  but 
Spotify’s  singular  advantage  is  its  free 
plan.  Other  services  offer  free  trials,  but 
they  expire  at  the  end  of  one  or  two  weeks. 

Although  Spotify’s  free  plan  features 
ads  and  limits  users  to  a  certain  number 
of  listening  hours  per  month,  it  gives 
users  a  taste  of  what  a  subscription  plan 
might  mean  for  them  over  the  long 
haul.  Having  the  freedom  to  choose 
exactly  the  tracks  you’re  interested  in  or 
to  listen  to  a  playlist  full  of  tracks 
recommended  by  your  best  musical 
buddies  is  attractive,  but  it  may  be  a 
thrill  that  wears  off  after  a  month.  We’ll 
see  if  it’s  attractive  enough  that  free 
subscribers  eventually  pay  to  keep  their 
library  of  music  flowing. 


More  Than  Streaming  While  the  main  attraction  of  Spotify  is  streaming  music  from  the 
Internet,  you  can  also  select  and  play  music  from  your  Mac’s  music  library. 


Having  the  freedom  to  choose  exactly  the 
tracks  you’re  interested  in,  or  to  play  your 
friends’  recommended  playlists,  is  attractive.

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Eight  Feature  Requests  for  iTunes

Fall  is  when  the  cycle  of  nature 
returns  us  to  more  comfortable 
temperatures,  but  it’s  also  the 
time  when  Apple  tends  to  release  a  new 
version  of  iTunes — generally  when  Apple 
unveils  new  iPods  and  updates  iTunes 
with  a  handful  of  new  features. 

This  fall  will  see  the  release  of  iOS  5, 
iCloud,  and  a  new  version  of  iTunes 
(currently  called  10.5  for  developers,  but 
perhaps  iTunes  11  when  it  rolls  out 
publicly).  Here  are  some  small  tweaks 
I’d  like  to  see  in  a  new  version. 

1:  Add  a  Label  Tag 

I  buy  a  fair  amount  of 
music  because  of  the 
labels  that  release  it;  this 
is  especially  the  case  for 
indie  classical  labels.  I 
would  like  to  be  able  to  add 
label-name  information  to  my 
tracks  in  iTunes.  You  can  certainly  use 
the  Comments  field,  but  many  people 
use  that  for  other  information. 

2:  Add  a  Column  Browser  Button 

The  iTunes  Column  Browser  is  a 
powerful— but  mostly  hidden — way  to 
manage  music  in  your  iTunes  library.  It 
would  be  practical  if  there  were  a  button 
to  show  or  hide  the  Column  Browser,  at 
the  bottom  of  the  iTunes  window,  to  help 
people  discover  the  most  powerful  way  to 
browse  their  music. 

3:  Allow  for  Label  Searches 

I  would  love  to  be  able  to  search  by  label 
in  both  the  iTunes  Store  and  my  iTunes 
library.  If  a  Label  tag  were  available,  then 
a  search  by  label  should  be  possible.  The

iTunes  Store  already  has  the  label  info, 
so  it  simply  needs  to  pipe  it  into  a 
searchable  tag. 

4:  Allow  Subgenres  and 
Multiple  Genres 

iTunes  lets  you  choose  the  genre  of  your 
music,  but  some  genres  are  too  broad.  Is 
Jazz  or  Classical  really  sufficient?  You 
may  want  to  have  ‘Jazz  -  piano  trio,’  or 
‘Classical  -  opera.’  Sure,  you  can  enter 
your  own  genres — just  type  them  in 
the  Genre  field.  But  if  iTunes 
correctly  managed  sub¬ 
genres,  you  would  be  able 
to  sort  by  both  the  main 
genre  and  its  children. 

Also,  some  music 
doesn’t  easily  fit  into  a 
single  genre;  having 
multiple  genres  can  be  useful 
for  people  who  have  a  lot  of 
outlier  music,  and  want  to  be  able  to 
find  it  in  more  than  one  way.  Is  Bob 
Dylan  folk  or  singer-songwriter?  Is  Brian 
Eno’s  music  alternative,  electronic, 
ambient,  or  something  else?  Multiple 
genres  would  let  you  use  multiple 
classifications  for  each  of  these  artists. 

5:  Allow  ePub  Reading  in  iTunes 

While  I  don’t  necessarily  want  to  read 
ebooks  on  my  Mac,  I  sometimes  like  to 
glance  at  the  content  of  one  of  the  ePub 
books  in  my  iTunes  library.  iTunes 
displays  PDFs  by  sending  them  to 
Preview;  it  should  offer  a  display  of 
ePubs  as  well,  even  within  iTunes. 

6:  Allow  Keyword  Tagging 

Programs  such  as  iPhoto  allow  you  to 
tag  items  with  keywords.  iTunes  should 
offer  this  same  capability.  You  might 
want  to  enter  the  names  of  artists, 
songwriters,  or  producers;  you  might 
want  to  add  the  venue  where  a  live 
recording  was  made;  or  you  might  want 
to  add  other  information  that  you  could 
later  use  to  create  smart  playlists.

Allow  Label  Searching  The  iTunes  Store 
displays  label  information.  Adding  the 
ability  to  search  for  it  shouldn’t  be  too  hard. 

7:  Offer  Smart  Playlist  Templates 
and  Playlist  Layout  Templates 

iTunes  should  let  you  save  smart  playlist 
templates  so  you  can  easily  use  the  same 
conditions  with  a  new  playlist.  Doug 
Adams’  free  Smarts  (macworld.com/ 
7404)  does  this,  but  iTunes  should  be 
able  to  manage  playlist  templates. 

Also,  I  find  that  for  both  smart  and 
regular  playlists,  I  tend  to  want  certain 
columns  to  display.  But  I  always  have  to 
make  changes,  as  each  new  playlist  takes 
on  default  display  settings  that  I  can’t 
alter.  I’d  love  to  be  able  to  copy  the 
display  settings  from  one  playlist  and 
apply  them  to  another,  or  store  default 
settings,  as  you  can  do  in  the  Finder. 

8:  Provide  More  Font-Size  Settings 

With  the  advent  of  larger  displays  using 
smaller  pixels,  I  find  that  iTunes’  font 
sizes  aren’t  always  ideal.  I’d  like  more 
flexibility  so  that  my  aging  eyes  could 
see  the  info  in  my  iTunes  library  a  bit 
more  clearly.

Techniques  and  Gear  for  Shooting,  Editing,  and  Managing  Great  Photos 


Get  Close  with  Macro  Photography 

These  tips  will  help  you  capture  tight  shots  of  flowers,  bugs,  and  other  tiny  subjects

With  photography,  the  term 
macro  is  a  bit  misleading.  It 
implies  that  an  image  is  of 
something  very  big,  but  actually  the 
image  is  of  something  very  small  that’s 
shot  big.  These  days,  macro  refers  to  any 
type  of  shooting  where  you’re  up 
extremely  close  to  a  detail  or  small 
object.  Here  are  some  tips  to  remember 
when  taking  macro  photographs. 

Pick  a  Camera 

Digital  point-and-shoots  are  great  for 
macro  shooting,  because  most  have 
macro  modes  and  lenses  capable  of 
extremely  close-up  photography.  Some 
point-and-shoots  can  get  as  close  as  one 
or  two  centimeters  from  a  subject.  You 
may  also  find  that  your  iPhone  does  a 
very  good  job  of  shooting  up  close. 

If  you’re  using  an  SLR  and  are 
serious  about  macro  shooting,  then 
you’ll  want  to  invest  in  a  macro  lens. 
These  are  lenses  specially  engineered 
for  macro  shooting.  Typically,  they’re 
fairly  large,  even  if  they  have  a  short 


focal  length.  A  macro  lens  will  be 
clearly  designated  as  macro. 

Understand  the  Macro  Feature 

Some  point-and-shoots  require  that  you 
be  within  a  specific  focal  length  before 
they  can  focus.  Usually,  this  is  in  the 
middle  of  the  camera’s  zoom  range.  So 
you  can’t  go  into  macro  mode  and  then 
zoom  in  further  to  get  even  closer.  Odds 


are,  you’ll  have  to  be  zoomed  out  a  bit. 
(The  macro  mode  is  usually  indicated  by 
a  flower  icon  on  cameras.) 

Focus  with  Care 

The  area  of  the  shot  that  is  in  focus  will 
not  be  very  deep,  which  means  that 


your  point  of  focus  will  be  critical.  If 
you  don’t  focus  specifically  on  the  area 
that  you  want  sharp,  then  it  might  very 
well  end  up  out  of  focus,  due  to  shallow 
depth  of  field.  This  can  be  particularly 
tricky  if  you’re  trying  to  shoot  some¬ 
thing  that’s  moving,  such  as  a  flower  on 
a  windy  day. 

If  your  camera  has  the  right  controls, 
try  going  to  a  smaller  aperture  to  get 


deeper  depth  of  field.  Note,  though,  that 
even  at  f/8  or  f/11,  you’ll  still  have  very 
shallow  depth  of  field. 

If  you  have  Adobe  Photoshop  CS5, 
you’re  shooting  a  still  subject,  and  you 
have  time  to  do  so,  you  can  take 
multiple  shots — each  focused  to  a 
different  depth — and  then  use  Photo¬ 
shop  to  combine  those  images  into  a 
single,  final  image  with  a  deep  depth  of 
field.  To  do  this,  use  the  PhotoMerge 
feature  you’d  use  for  stitching  pan¬ 
oramic  images. 

Move  Rather  Than  Zoom 

To  achieve  a  particular  crop  on  your 
image,  move  the  entire  camera  in  and 
out  rather  than  making  small,  fine  zoom 
adjustments.  Even  a  tiny  amount  of 
zoom  will  result  in  a  big  change  in  your 
image.  Also,  if  you  find  that  your  camera 
can’t  lock  focus,  try  pulling  back  a  bit 
from  the  subject. 


To  achieve  a  particular  crop  on  your  image, 
move  the  entire  camera  in  and  out  rather 
than  making  small,  fine  zoom  adjustments. 
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Don’t  Take  Just  One 

Because  focusing  can  be  difficult,  take 
multiple  shots  of  the  same  frame.  This 
will  give  you  a  better  chance  of  ending 
up  with  a  shot  that’s  in  focus,  with  the 
depth  of  field  you  want.  Some  point-and- 
shoots  have  a  “best  shot  selector’’ 
feature,  which  automatically  shoots  a 
burst  of  images,  selects  the  sharpest  of 
the  bunch,  and  then  discards  the  rest. 

Don’t  Block  Your  Light 

One  tricky  thing  about  macro  shooting  is 
that  once  your  camera’s  in  tight,  you 
might  cast  a  shadow  on  your  subject.  If 
you  have  Live  View,  you  can  probably 
position  yourself  and  your  camera  in 
such  a  way  that  you’re  not  casting  a 
shadow.  However,  you  may  have  to  stand 
further  back  and  zoom  in  to  completely 
eliminate  your  own  shadow.  You  can  try 
to  combat  shadows  by  using  a  flash,  but 
this  can  be  tricky  because,  up  close,  the 
flash  can  overexpose  your  scene  and 
wash  out  all  detail.  If  your  camera  has  a 
compensation  control  for  flash  exposure, 
you  can  try  to  reduce  the  brightness  of 
the  flash,  or  move  the  camera  further 
back  to  reduce  the  impact  of  the  flash. 

Make  Your  Own  Macro  Lens 

If  you’re  using  an  SLR  with  a  somewhat 
short  lens  (50mm,  or  even  the  kit  lens 
that  came  with  it),  try  turning  the  lens 
around  and  holding  it  against  your 
camera  body.  This  often  makes  for  a 
good,  cheap  macro  lens. 

Experiment 

Finally,  remember  that  macro  shooting 
is  just  like  any  other  type  of  photography, 
in  that  you  need  to  think  about  the 
shutter  speed — whether  it’s  fast  enough 
for  handheld  shooting  or  whether  you 
need  a  tripod.  In  addition,  think  of  your 
tiny  scene  as  a  landscape,  and  work  it 
just  like  you  would  a  real  landscape  shot. 
Move  around,  try  different  angles,  try 
multiple  compositions  of  different  types, 
experiment,  explore — work  your  shot!

Down  with  Dupes  The  Duplicate  Annihilator  plug-in  from  Brattoo  scans  your  iPhoto  library 
and  detects  multiple  copies  of  the  same  photograph. 


Apple’s  iPhoto  is  a  powerful  tool 
on  its  own,  but  it  can  do  even 
more  with  the  right  plug-ins. 
Here  are  six  iPhoto  ’11-compatible 
plug-ins  to  get  you  started. 

Add  High-Quality  Watermarks 

Blue  Crowbar’s  Impression  plug-in  ($15; 
bluecrowbar.com)  gives  iPhoto  users  a 
simple  way  to  add  a  precreated  water¬ 
mark  to  batches  of  photos.  When  you 
export  a  watermarked  photo,  Impression 
reimports  it  into  iPhoto — a  feature 
that  can  be  helpful  if  you’re  working 
exclusively  in  iPhoto  or  you  plan  on 
reexporting  the  images  later.  One 
problem  with  the  plug-in  is  that  the 
controls  are  placed  on  top  of  the  photo, 
which  makes  it  hard  to  see  the  water¬ 
mark  until  you  take  your  cursor  off  the 
photo  and  the  controls  disappear. 

Destroy  Duplicate  Photos 

Many  iPhoto  users  find  themselves  with 
multiple  copies  of  the  same  photo,  and 
deleting  them  manually  can  take  eons. 
The  Duplicate  Annihilator  ($8;  brattoo 
.com),  from  Brattoo  Propaganda  Software, 
is  a  great  plug-in  for  deleting  copies  of 
photos  fast.  It  goes  through  your  library 
and  uses  a  variety  of  algorithms  to  detect 
duplicate  images,  but  it  also  spots  similar 
photos  that  have  minor  differences.  It  can 
delete  duplicates  immediately  upon 
detection  or  mark  them  with  keywords  so 
you  can  sort  through  them  yourself  later. 
The  result  is  a  less  cluttered,  faster,  and 
happier  iPhoto  library. 

Upload  to  Picasa 

iPhoto  ’11  has  built-in  sharing  support  for 
Facebook  and  Flickr,  but  not  Google’s 
Picasa  service.  With  Picasa’s  iPhoto 
plug-in  (free;  picasa.com),  you  can 
upload  images  to  your  Picasa  galleries. 
When  you  export  your  selected  photos  in 
iPhoto,  the  plug-in  will  give  you  the 
option  to  put  them  directly  in  a  new  or 


previously  created  album.  Still,  Picasa 
addicts  may  prefer  using  the  stand-alone 
Picasa  application  in  addition  to  or 
instead  of  iPhoto. 

Share  Large  Photos  with 
YouSendlt 

Share  files  that  are  too  big  for  an  email 
with  YouSendlt’s  iPhoto  plug-in  (free; 
yousendit.com).  The  plug-in  lets  you 
send  files  up  to  2GB  in  size  for  free 
(you’ll  need  to  sign  up  for  a  free 
YouSendlt  account).  You  can  choose 
your  file  type  and  size  during  the  export, 
and  you  can  send  personalized  messages 
along  with  the  file.  You  can  send  only 
one  file  at  a  time  for  free,  but  for  a 
monthly  fee  you  can  also  send  large 
groups  of  photos  via  the  plug-in. 

Add  Borders,  Text,  and 
Watermarks 

Send  large  projects  to  the  Web  or  a 
printer,  complete  with  custom  borders, 
copyright  information,  and  watermarks. 
This  easy-to-use  plug-in  from  Border 
FX  (donation  requested;  iborderfx.com) 


has  a  simple  interface  for  batch  border, 
text,  and  watermark  additions.  You  can 
control  border  sizes  and  ratios,  stroke 
thickness,  and  drop  shadows,  as  well  as 
add  blur  and  desaturated  borders.  You 
can  add  text  to  each  photo  individually 
or  to  batches  of  images.  The  watermark 
tool  lets  you  use  your  own  logo  or 
image  and  has  a  variety  of  customiza¬ 
tion  options.  The  best  part  about  this 
plug-in  is  that  you  can  save  your  presets 
so  you  can  apply  them  to  future 
images — ideal  for  photographers  who 
want  a  uniform  look  for  all  their  photos. 

Send  Your  Photos  Straight  to 
Shutterfly 

Shutterfly  is  a  great  site  for  sharing  photos 
and  creating  projects  such  as  photo  books 
and  greeting  cards.  The  service  has  also 
created  an  active  photo-sharing  commu¬ 
nity  by  providing  a  space  for  users  to 
share  and  order  prints  of  pictures  online. 
Its  iPhoto  plug-in  (free;  shutterfly.com) 
lets  you  upload  your  photos  straight  to  a 
Shutterfly  account,  into  either  a  new 
album  or  an  existing  one.

If  you  combined  Hipsta- 
matic  or  Instagram  with 
iPhoto  and  multiplied  by  five,  you’d  get 
Photo  Effect  Studio,  by  Everimaging. 
This  Mac  application  is  an  easy-to-use 
option  for  photographers  who  want 
more  editing  options  than  iPhoto  offers. 

Photo  Effect  Studio  brings  some  of  the 
iPhone  and  iPad  photo-editing  tools  to  Mac 
OS  X.  The  program  has  a  huge  library  of 
more  than  80  filters,  15  vignettes,  and  20 
frames.  You  can  adjust  basic  features  such 
as  brightness,  contrast,  saturation,  and 
exposure.  The  program  also  includes  tone, 
color,  detail,  chromatic  aberration,  vignette, 
and  noise  reduction  adjustment  sliders, 
along  with  a  histogram  and  a  curves 
adjustment.  It  supports  a  wide  range  of 
image  formats,  including  more  than  100 
raw  file  formats. 


Photo  Effect 
Studio’s  interface 
is  intuitive  and 
visually  pleasing. 

Though  the  app  is 
easy  to  use,  it  has 
some  glaring 
drawbacks.  You 
can  open  only  one 
image  at  a  time, 
and  there’s  no  way 
to  save  a  set  of 
filters  or  adjust¬ 
ments  to  use  on  a  batch  of  images.  It  also 
lacks  cropping  and  straightening  tools.

Have  you  ever  wanted  to  really 
understand  how  all  the  vari¬ 
ables — focal  length,  ISO, 
aperture,  shutter  speed,  and  so  on — 
affect  a  photo?  On  the  CameraSim 
website  (camerasim.com),  you  can 
simulate  the  various  settings  of  a  digital 
SLR  and  see  the  results  on  a  sample 
image  instantly. 

The  site  shows  you  a  scene  as  it  might 
appear  in  a  camera’s  viewfinder — a  girl 
at  the  playground,  holding  a  pinwheel 
that’s  spinning  in  the  breeze.  There  are 
sliders  for  various  manual  settings,  and 
when  you  click  the  shutter  release 
button,  you  will  see  the  effect  of  your 
exposure  settings.  (Click  Return  To  View¬ 
finder  to  take  another  picture.) 

Here  are  some  fun  experiments  to  try: 
CameraSim  does  a  good  job  of  showing 


the  effect  of  distance  and  focal 
length  on  your  photo.  As  you 
move  each  slider,  you  can  see 
how  changing  the  distance 
from  the  camera  to  the  subject 
changes  the  look  of  the  scene. 

Next,  move  the  Focal  Length 
slider.  When  you  do  that, 
you’ll  see  the  foreground  and 
background  growing  larger  or 
smaller  in  equal  measure. 

CameraSim  should  be  set  to 
Shutter  Priority  to  start  with, 
which  lets  you  change  the 
shutter  speed  while  the 
camera  automatically  adjusts  the 
aperture  setting  to  match.  Over  on  the 
Shutter  Speed  slider,  note  the  current 
setting  (probably  V125  second)  and  take 
the  picture.  Now  try  again  at  V20  of  a 


second — the  pinwheel  should  be 
completely  blurred.  For  comparison, 
slide  the  shutter  speed  all  the  way  over  to 
about  V500  second.  The  pinwheel  should 
look  frozen  in  time.

Keep  It  Simple  Here's  a  very  simple  but  effective  signature  that  uses  size,  color,  tracking, 
and  special  characters. 


Email  serves  more  of  a  productive 
rather  than  creative  purpose,  but 
that  doesn’t  mean  you  can’t  add  a 
bit  of  personality  to  your  email  messages. 
An  easy  way  to  do  this  is  through  an 
email  signature,  which  can  make  your 
messages  more  distinctive  without 
adding  to  their  file  size  or  creating  extra 
work  for  you  as  you  compose  them.  Plus, 
it  makes  the  email  more  distinctive, 
acting  almost  as  a  business  card,  if  your 
recipient  prints  it  out. 

The  trick  is  to  know  a  little  about  how 
email  works  and  how  to  use  text 
formatting  to  express  your  identity. 

Email  was  originally  a  text-only 
medium,  and  some  older  email 
programs  have  a  limited  ability  to 
display  pictures,  colors,  or  even  specific 
fonts.  In  addition,  some  users  have 
their  email  client  set  to  display  email  as 
text-only — meaning  black,  12 -point  type 
in  a  standard  operating  system  font. 

Who  Can  See  What? 

It’s  important  to  keep  in  mind  your 
recipient’s  viewing  capabilities  when 
creating  your  email  signature.  While  most 
people  will  be  able  to  view  anything  you 
throw  at  them,  some  will  not.  Many  people 
turn  off  their  email  client’s  ability  to  auto¬ 
matically  download  graphics.  This  means 
that  if  you  use  a  graphic  for  your  signature 
(say,  a  scan  of  your  actual  signature),  some 
recipients  will  never  see  it.  Instead,  they’ll 
see  the  text  that  surrounds  it — which  of 
course  is  not  what  you  intended. 

There  are  several  other  important 
reasons  for  using  text  for  your  signature 
line.  TextEdit  and  Apple  Mail  automati¬ 
cally  recognize  email  addresses,  phone 
numbers,  and  mailing  addresses,  to 


help  you  add  them  to  Address  Book.  If 
you  use  a  graphic  to  convey  that 
information,  you  can’t  take  advantage  of 
this  helpful  capability. 

Therefore,  don’t  include  any  essential 
information  in  graphic-only  form.  Not  only 
will  your  message  not  be  received  properly, 
but  large  graphics  files  can  overwhelm  a 
poky  Internet  connection. 

The  good  news  is  that  you  can  be 
hugely  creative  by  simply  formatting  the 
text  of  your  signature  with  different 
fonts,  font  sizes,  spacing,  and  colors. 

You  can  also  use  symbols  from  any  font 
to  create  decorative  dividing  lines  and 
simple  graphic  treatments. 


Verdana  is  a  wise  choice  for  a  font, 
because  both  Mac  OS  X  and  Windows 
include  it.  Create  your  signatures  using 
only  the  basic  cross-platform  system 
fonts — such  as  Verdana,  Arial,  and  Times 
New  Roman — and  you’ll  increase  the 
likelihood  that  your  recipient  will  see 
exactly  what  you  created. 

Since  there’s  no  such  thing  as  “tracking” 
in  email  (adjusting  the  spacing  between 
characters  in  text),  you  can  instead  add  a 
space  between  each  letter,  and  an  extra 
space  between  the  first  and  last  name.  You 
can  format  your  name  in  12-point  Verdana 
Regular,  for  example,  and  color  it  orange. 
You  can  format  a  dashed  line  the  same 
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way,  but  in  a  larger,  17-point  size;  for  a 
thicker  line,  you  can  use  Verdana  Bold. 

You  can  format  the  phone  numbers  in 
12-point  black  Verdana  Regular,  and  the 
bullets  in  12-point  Verdana  Regular  but 
colored  light  purple. 

A  bonus  of  this  design  is  that  if  your 
email  recipient  has  all  formatting  turned 
off,  it  will  degrade  gracefully  to  an 
attractive  signature  line. 

You  can  also  use  Times  New  Roman  in 
various  sizes  and  styles — centering  text 
by  using  multiple  spaces  before  each  line, 
inserting  vertical  bars  between  items,  and 
adding  color  judiciously.  Such  a  signature 
degrades  fairly  well,  though  not  perfectly. 

Limit  Font  Count 

The  above  examples  use  just  one  font 
quite  successfully.  If  you  want  to  use 
more  than  one  font,  limit  your  choices  to 
two.  It’s  better  to  use  color  and  size  to 
differentiate  the  parts  of  your  signature 
rather  than  additional  fonts. 

You  can  use  colored  angle  brackets  to 
imply  a  sequence  of  services  available. 


Rather  than  using  a  smaller  type  size  for 
the  less  important  information,  color  it 
gray  instead  of  black.  The  key  information 
(phone  number,  email  address,  and 
website)  is  colored  black  instead  of  gray. 
Sometimes,  an  alternate  color  is  all  you 
need.  Consider  using  nontext  characters, 
such  as  asterisks,  periods,  carets,  bars,  and 
brackets — with  or  without  spaces — 
between  the  words.  These  are  safe  to  use 
because  they  exist  in  all  fonts. 

Feel  free  to  experiment  with  applying 
colors  either  to  an  entire  line  of  symbols 
or  to  every  other  symbol.  But  be  careful 
not  to  overdo  it — you  don’t  want  your 
signature  to  look  like  1980s  ASCII  art! 

You  have  lots  of  options  for  creating 
attractive  signature  lines  without  needing 
to  use  placed  graphics  files.  All  you  need 
is  your  imagination  and  a  willingness  to 
experiment  with  fonts,  sizes,  colors,  and 
special  characters.

Adobe  Unveils 
Edge  Interaction 
Design  Tool

Adobe  has  released  Edge,  a  new 
motion  and  interaction  design  tool 
that  lets  creative  pros  build  Flash- 
style  animated  Web  content  using 
HTML,  JavaScript,  and  CSS.  It  is 
available  as  a  free  public  preview  from 
Adobe  Labs  (macworld.com/7438). 

Adobe  is  making  Edge  available  in 
pre-beta  form  to  solicit  user  feedback 
in  order  to  help  shape  the  final 
product.  Edge  is  planned  for  commer¬ 
cial  release  next  year. 

Designed  to  work  with  Adobe’s 
existing  professional  design  tools,  Edge 
is  targeted  at  creative  pros  seeking  an 
efficient  way  to  use  Web  standards  to 
create  content  with  motion  and 
transitions.  Adobe  envisions  users 
eventually  employing  Edge  as  a  faster 
and  easier  tool  for  accomplishing  some 
of  the  tasks  they  now  do  with  Flash. 

Adobe  Edge  works  natively  with 
HTML.  You  can  import  standard  Web 
graphics  such  as  SVG,  PNG,  JPG,  and 
GIF  files,  and  style  them  using  CSS3,  or 
create  content  from  scratch. 

The  Edge  workspace  uses  WebKit 
to  enable  content  design,  preview,  and 
manipulation.  The  timeline  offers 
techniques  to  boost  productivity  and 
precision  in  creating  animations. 

Content  created  with  Edge  can  be 
viewed  in  Web  browsers  such  as 
Safari,  Chrome,  and  Firefox,  as  well 
as  on  a  variety  of  mobile  platforms, 
including  iOS. 

Adobe  plans  to  update  the  software 
regularly.  Users  can  sign  up  for  email 
notifications  for  info  on  new  builds. 
Edge  requires  Mac  OS  X  10.6  or  10.7.

The  season  of  autumn  soirees  is 
approaching.  We  recommend 
branding  your  events  like  a 
Madison  Avenue  mogul,  with  the 
free  Black  Jack,  a  modern  brush 
script  by  Canadian  designer 
Ronna  Penner.  Black  Jack’s  style 
harks  back  to  an  era  when  men 
were  mad  and  advertising  still 
reveled  in  hand  lettering  (among 
other  things). 

Black  Jack  isn't  just  a  sweet  font  for  sentimental  thoughts.  There’s  more  whiskey 
than  cola  in  the  dips  and  changes  of  strokes  from  upper-  to  lowercase.  Cocktail 
accoutrements  cry  out  for  a  touch  of  Black  Jack’s  attitude.  Letter  the  word  Sip  on  a 
napkin  or  Smoke  on  a  matchbook,  and  voila— instant  party  souvenirs. 

Like  Don  Draper,  Black  Jack  has  a  few  faults.  Yet  its  playful  curves  and  bouncy 
manner  can  score  big  with  the  right  task.  Upper-  and  lowercase  characters  flirt 
nicely;  numerals  pop  on  the  page;  and  even  the  limited  punctuation  adds  a  retro 
touch  to  book  covers,  address  labels,  and,  yes,  the  inside  of  custom  greeting  cards. 
Black  Jack  can  be  used  commercially,  but  Ms.  Penner  holds  the  copyright. 

Avoid  writing  your  memoir  in  Black  Jack,  and  stay  above  20  points  for  the  best 
legibility.  If  you  drift  into  the  Shift-key  zone  for  punctuation  or  numbers,  note  that  the 
characters  #,  \,  and  both  bracket  styles  appear  in  a  substitute  font.  Avoid  these 
items  to  stay  in  style.  Signing  up  Black  Jack  as  a  party  prop  may  not  offer  up  nibbles  of 
pimiento  cheese  or  inspire  you  to  wear  a  cravat,  but  your  guests  will  toast  you  with 
more  than  envy.  So  turn  on  the  suave  and  perfect  your  pitch.— kate  Godfrey 
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Corel  Painter  12  Expands 
Digital  Painting  Boundaries

Big  Art,  No  Sweat  Painter  12’s  new  Kaleidoscope  Painting  mode  lets  you  create  a 
spectacular  piece  of  art  from  shockingly  few  brushstrokes. 


It’s  hard  to  imagine  how 
an  artistic  program  of 
Painter’s  caliber  could  be  improved,  but 
the  folks  at  Corel  have  managed  it.  Painter 
12  introduces  a  brand-new  interface, 
redesigned  panels  and  dialog  boxes,  new 
real-media  brush  categories,  and  two 
painting  modes  you  have  to  see  to  believe. 

Interface 

Corel  knows  most  Painter  customers 
also  use  Adobe  Photoshop,  so  it 
redesigned  the  interface,  panels,  and 
dialog  boxes  of  Painter  12  to  be  extremely 
Photoshop-like.  Toolbox,  brush,  and 
media  icons  are  bigger,  too;  and  panels 
are  docked  in  tabbed  groups,  enabling 
you  to  easily  switch  between  them  or 
scoot  them  out  of  the  way. 

A  new  Navigator  panel  sits  at  the  top 
right,  making  it  easy  to  move  to  another 
location  in  large  artwork  while  you’re 
zoomed  in.  The  new  High  Quality 
Display  option  smooths  artwork  edges 
when  you’re  zoomed  in,  so  your  art  looks 
the  way  it  will  when  printed.  The  new 
Temporal  Colors  palette  is  akin  to 
Photoshop  CS5’s  HUD  Color  Picker. 

Perhaps  the  most  exciting  feature  for 
Painter  veterans  is  the  new  Clone  Source 
palette,  which  eliminates  repeated  trips  to 
the  File  menu.  It  lets  you  create  a  library 
of  sources  that  are  embedded  in  your 
document,  keeping  you  from  having  to 
copy  and  paste  them  into  multiple  layers. 
This  is  handy  for  merging  several  images 
to  create  a  perfect  shot — one  where 
everyone’s  eyes  are  open,  for  example. 

Painting  Modes 

Beginners  and  abstract  artists  will  enjoy 
Painter  12’s  two  new  painting  modes. 
Mirror  Painting  duplicates  your  brush¬ 
strokes  on  a  one-  or  two-plane  mirror  to 
create  symmetrical  art — a  big  timesaver. 

Kaleidoscope  Painting  mode  is  similar, 
though  it  uses  three  to  12  mirror  planes.  As 


its  name  implies,  the  mode  transforms 
your  brushstrokes  into  a  well-balanced, 
interesting  array  of  shapes  and  colors. 

The  new  Gel  brushes  let  you  add  a 
color  cast  to  underlying  colors  in  your 
image,  and  their  Merge  Modes  let  you 
customize  how  they  work.  Painter  12  also 
sports  six  new  Digital  Airbrushes  and 
two  new  Real  brush  categories — Real 
Watercolor  and  Real  Wet  Oil.  Both  take 
advantage  of  Natural-Media  technology 
to  offer  a  realistic  painting  experience. 

Finally,  the  new  Smart  Blur  effect  lets 
you  add  a  painted  look  to  photos  by 
slightly  blurring  details  and  smoothing 
colors.  It  works  well  on  photos  with  a  lot 
of  hard  lines,  though  in  many  cases  you’ll 
need  to  experiment  to  see  a  big  difference. 

Painter  12’s  brush  engine  takes 
advantage  of  multicore  processors,  but  I 
didn’t  note  a  difference  in  performance 


between  Painter  11  and  12  on  my  2.66GHz 
MacBook  Pro  with  8GB  of  RAM. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

Painter  12  is  the  friendliest  version  of  the 
program  yet.  Longtime  users  may  be 
frustrated  by  the  interface  changes,  but 
eventually  they’ll  likely  appreciate  the 
increased  efficiency.  The  new  features 
are  pleasing,  making  Painter  12  a 
worthwhile,  but  not  critical,  upgrade.

Use  the  Help  Menu  as  a  Launcher 

When  you  type  text  into  the  search  box 
in  the  Help  menu  of  any  Mac  app  (in 
both  Snow  Leopard  and  Lion),  you  get  a 
list  of  entries  in  its  help  files  that 
contain  the  term  you  typed.  In  most 
apps,  you  also  see  a  list  of  menu  items 
containing  the  search  term;  for 
example,  type  print  in  the  box,  and 
you  get  a  list  containing  File  ►  Print 
and  other  menu  items  with  the  word 
print  in  them.  If  you  select  one  of  the 
menu-item  entries  in  the  list,  the 
associated  menu  will  open  with  the 
item  highlighted;  you  can  then  press 
Return  to  activate  it.  Because  of  this, 
you  can  use  the  Help  menu  in  many 
apps  as  an  impromptu  launcher. 

Here’s  another  example  you  can  try: 
In  your  Web  browser,  open  the  Help 
menu  (ideally  by  using  the  shortcut 
3€-Shift-/  [forward  slash]  instead  of  your 
mouse).  In  the  search  box,  start  typing 
the  name  of  a  website  that  you’ve  visited 
or  bookmarked.  You  can  use  the  arrow 
keys  to  move  down  the  list  of  matching 
entries;  as  you  select  a  match,  the 
History  or  Bookmarks  submenu  will 
open  with  that  site  selected.  Press

Help-Menu  Launcher  If  an  app  keeps  a  list  of  recently  opened  files,  you  can  use  the  Help 
menu  to  open  them. 


Return,  and  the  browser  will  open  to 
that  page. 

You  can  use  a  similar  trick  to  open 
recently  used  files.  Many  applications 
have  a  File  ►  Open  Recent  menu  item 
(or  something  like  it)  that  includes 
document  titles,  so  you  can  search  for 
those  titles  from  the  Help  box.  Type  a 
few  letters  of  a  filename  to  call  up  a 
list  of  recent  items  whose  names 
contain  the  letters.  Highlight  an 
item  in  the  list,  and  the  app  shows 
you  its  entry  in  the  Open  Recent 
menu.  Select  the  document  you 
want  from  the  list,  press  Return,  and 
the  app  opens  it. 

Save  Path  Shortcut 

Let’s  say  you  want  to  save  a  file  in  a  certain 
folder  but  don’t  want  to  waste  time  rooting 


through  folders  in  the  Save  dialog  box  to 
get  to  it.  There’s  a  simpler  way  to  navigate 
to  a  specific  folder  in  both  Snow  Leopard 
and  Lion — assuming  that  folder  is  already 
open  or  is  easier  to  access  in  the  Finder 
than  it  would  be  in  the  app. 

Switch  from  the  program  you’re  in  to 
the  Finder.  Find  the  folder  where  you 
want  to  save  your  file,  select  it,  and 
press  3€-C  (or  select  Edit  ►  Copy). 

Switch  back  to  your  app  and  choose  File 
►  Save  (or  File  ►  Save  As).  When  the 
Save  dialog  box  appears,  press  3€-V. 

That  will  open  a  Go  To  The  Folder 
dialog  box  (the  same  one  you  see  if  you 
select  Go  ►  Go  To  Folder  in  the  Finder) 
and  fill  it  in  with  your  copied  folder’s 
path.  When  you  click  on  the  Go  button 
(or  press  Return),  the  Save  dialog  box 
will  open  that  folder.

Folder  dialog  box  in  an  app,  you  can  paste  the  path  to  a  folder  instead  of  navigating  to  it. 


Strangely,  this  same  trick  doesn’t 
work  in  Open  dialog  boxes.  If  you  do 
the  same  thing,  you’ll  only  paste  in  the 
name  of  the  folder,  not  its  full  path. 

Find  Apps  Quickly  in  iTunes 

Organizing  iOS  apps  (and  creating 
folders  for  them)  in  iTunes  on  your  Mac 
can  be  more  convenient  than  doing  so 
on  your  iPhone  or  iPad  directly.  Among 
other  reasons,  it’s  easier  to  drag  icons 
between  screens  on  your  Mac  than  it  is 
on  your  iPhone  or  iPad.  Also:  In  iTunes, 
you  can  drag  more  than  one  icon  at  a 
time.  But  there’s  a  little-known  extra 
feature  in  iTunes  that  can  simplify  the 
organization  of  your  apps  even  more,  by 
making  it  easier  to  find  the  apps  you 
want  to  drag. 

First,  connect  your  device  to  iTunes. 
Click  on  its  name  under  Devices  in 
iTunes’  Source  list,  and  then  click  on 
the  Apps  tab.  A  list  of  every  app  you’ve 
downloaded  will  appear  in  a  column  on 
the  left,  and  representations  of  your  iOS 
device’s  home  screens  will  appear  on 
the  right. 

Click  in  the  iTunes  search  box.  Its 
default  text  now  reads  “Search  Apps.” 
Start  typing  the  name  of  a  specific  app 
there,  and  the  list  on  the  left  will  be 
filtered  down  to  show  only  apps  that 
match  what  you’ve  typed.  From  the 
filtered  list,  you  can  drag  the  apps  you 
want  from  the  left  pane  onto  one  of  the 
iOS  home  screens  on  the  right.  This  is 
easier  than  scrolling  through  the  list  to 
find  the  ones  you  want. 

Host  iWeb  Sites  in  Dropbox 

Now  that  MobileMe  is  being  retired  in

on  Apple’s  old  online  service.  While 
you  wait  for  official  word  from  Apple 
on  what  you’ll  be  able  to  do  with 
iCloud,  you  can  store  your  iWeb  site 
on  everybody’s  favorite  file-syncing 
service,  Dropbox. 

To  implement  this  workaround,  open 
your  iWeb  project  and  click  on  the 
project’s  name  in  the  sidebar  to  get  to 
the  Site  Publishing  Settings.  In  the  Pub¬ 
lish  To  drop-down  menu,  select  Local 
Folder.  Now  click  on  the  Publish  Site 
button  in  i Web’s  bottom  toolbar.  iWeb 
prompts  you  to  choose  your  local  folder. 
Here’s  the  trick:  Choose  your  Dropbox’s 
Public  folder  or  a  subfolder  within  it 
that  you’ve  created  for  your  site. 

Once  Dropbox  finishes  syncing  your 
saved  files,  go  to  the  Dropbox  website 
and  log  in  to  your  account.  Navigate  to 
your  newly  created  folder  and  find  the 
index.html  file  that  iWeb  created  in  it. 
Click  the  blue  triangle  to  the  right  of  the 
filename,  and  choose  Copy  Public  Link. 
You  can  copy  the  full  URL  (which  starts 
with  http://dl.dropbox.eom/u/),  or  click 
on  Shorten  Link  to  get  a  smaller  one 
(which  begins  with  http://db.tt/). 

If  anyone  plugs  the  public  URL  into  a 
browser,  they’ll  see  your  website.  The 
URL  won’t  be  as  pretty  as  your  old 
MobileMe  address,  but  you’ll  have  a  free 
way  to  keep  your  site  online. 


Monitor  Apps  in  the  Dock 

Activity  Monitor  (/Applications/ 
Utilities)  is  a  handy  troubleshooting 
tool  that  can  tell  you  which  apps  are 
running  on  your  Mac,  as  well  as  how 
much  CPU  and  RAM  they’re  gobbling 
up.  But  Activity  Monitor  has  another 
clever  way  of  helping  you  keep  an  eye 
on  your  system:  In  both  Snow  Leopard 
and  Lion,  you  can  make  the  applica¬ 
tion’s  Dock  icon  display  live  graphs  of 
your  system’s  status. 

To  change  Activity  Monitor  from  its 
default  icon,  first  make  sure  the  utility  is 
running.  Control-click  (or  right-click)  on 
the  Activity  Monitor  icon  in  the  Dock, 
and  select  the  Dock  Icon  option  from 
the  menu.  (Alternatively,  choose  View  ► 
Dock  Icon  from  the  application’s  menu 
bar.)  There,  you  can  choose  from  five 
graph  icons:  CPU  Usage,  CPU  History, 
Network  Usage,  Disk  Activity,  and 
Memory  Usage.  After  you  select  one  of 
them,  you  see  a  continuously  updated 
chart  in  your  Dock,  graphing  whichever 
stat  you  selected.  If  you  quit  and 
relaunch  Activity  Monitor,  the  software 
remembers  the  chart  you  selected. 

If  you’d  like  to  ensure  that  your 
preferred  chart  lives  in  your  Dock  all 
the  time,  Control-click  on  the  Dock 
icon  again  and  choose  Options  ►  Keep 
In  Dock.

Sorting  iPhoto  Events 


Qh  Is  it  possible  to  change  the  way 
■  Apple  iPhoto  events  behave 
when  they’re  sorted  by  date?  Specifi¬ 
cally,  iPhoto  sorts  events  by  date  based 
on  the  oldest  date  in  the  event,  and  I’d 
prefer  sorting  based  on  the  most  recent 
date  in  the  event. 


Via  the  Internet 


Am  iPhoto  sorts  events  based  on  the 
■  date  of  the  oldest  image  within 
the  event.  So,  for  example,  if  you  have 
five  images  in  an  event  with  the  oldest 
image  dated  2000  and  the  newest  2011, 
the  event  will  be  filed  with  other  events 
that  take  place  in  the  year  2000.  If  you’re 
asking  iPhoto  to  sort  events  by  the 
newest  image  within  the  event,  I’m 
afraid  you  can’t.  This  is  one  of  iPhoto’s 
quirks,  and  unless  and  until  Apple 
changes  this  behavior,  we’ll  just  have  to 
live  with  it. 

You  have  a  few  options  when  you  hit 
this  wall,  however.  First,  you  can  split  the 
event  so  that  images  stamped  with  a 
particular  date  appear  together  in  an 
event.  To  do  that,  select  your  event  and 
choose  Events  ►  Autosplit  Selected 
Events.  The  event’s  images  will  be  split 
into  separate  events  that  take  place 
within  the  period  of  time  chosen  in 
iPhoto’s  General  preference.  (The  default 
setting  is  One  Event  Per  Day,  but  you 
can  change  it  to  One  Event  Per  Week, 
Two-hour  Gaps,  or  Eight-hour  Gaps).  So, 
citing  our  example,  your  year  2000 
image  will  appear  with  other  images 
taken  that  day,  and  the  2011  image  will

join  its  more  up-to-date  brothers  and 
sisters  in  a  separate  event. 

If  you  still  want  to  gang  your  images 
together  even  though  they  bear  wildly 
different  dates,  you  can.  One  option  is  to 
sort  your  events  manually.  While  viewing 
events,  choose  View  ►  Sort  Events,  and 
choose  Manually.  Now  drag  your  events 
where  you  want  them.  Another  option  is 
to  rely  on  albums  rather  than  events. 
Create  an  album  of  the  images  in  an 
event  and  then  drag  your  album 
wherever  you  like  in  iPhoto’s  library 
pane.  Finally,  you  can  change  the  date 
stamp  of  images  within  an  event.  To  do 
that,  select  an  event  and  choose  Photos  ► 
Batch  Change.  In  the  sheet  that  appears, 
choose  Date  from  the  Set  pop-up  menu, 
and  enter  the  date  you  want  in  the  Date 
field:  ‘12/5/2011’,  for  example.  Click  OK 
and  that  date  will  be  applied  to  all  your 
images  (see  “Change  the  Date”).

Select  an 
AppleWorks  word  processing  file  in  the 
Finder,  press  K-I  to  bring  up  the  Info 
window,  click  on  the  Open  With  pop-up 
menu,  and  choose  Pages  from  the  list 
that  appears.  Click  the  Change  All 
button,  and  now  all  your  AppleWorks 
word  processing  documents  will  open 
in  Pages.  Do  the  same  thing  with  any 
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Bugs  &  Fixes  BY  TED  LANDAU 


Lion,  Mac  OS  X  10.7,  is  easier  to  install  than  any  previous  version 
of  the  operating  system.  Unlike  with  those  earlier  versions  of  the 
Mac  OS,  you  don’t  have  to  boot  from  a  DVD  or  flash  drive,  and  you 
can  acquire  a  copy  of  the  installer  within  minutes.  Just  download 
the  Install  Mac  OS  X  Lion  app  from  the  Mac  App  Store,  and  let  it 
walk  you  through  the  remaining  steps.  Still,  things  can— and  often 
do— go  astray. 

Install  App  Warnings 

While  attempting  to  install  Lion,  you  may  see  a  warning 
that  reads,  “This  disk  cannot  be  used  to  start  up  your 
computer.”  Apple  offers  no  explanation  as  to  why  the  installation 
may  balk  here.  However,  it  does  provide  a  solution  in  one  of  its 
KnowledgeBase  articles:  Restart  your  Mac,  launch  Disk  Utility  and, 
from  the  Partition  tab,  slightly  reduce  the  size  of  your  startup 
partition  (by  as  little  as  128MB).  You  should  now  be  able  to  install 
Lion.  When  done,  you  can  restore  the  partition  to  its  previous  size. 
If  this  resizing  trick  fails,  you  will  likely  need  to  reformat  the  drive. 

Time  Machine  Error  Another  message,  “This  disk  is 
used  for  Time  Machine  backups,”  can  appear  even 
though  your  startup  disk  is  obviously  not  a  Time  Machine 
backup  drive  (see  “Untimely  Error”).  The  likely  cause  is  an  errant 
Time  Machine-related  Backups.backupdb  folder  at  the  root  level 
of  your  drive  (a  folder  you’ll  see  when  you  double-click  on  your 
hard-drive  icon).  The  solution  is  straightforward:  All  you  have  to 
do  is  delete  this  folder. 


Untimely  Error 
If  the  Lion 
Installer  finds  a 
Time  Machine 
backup  folder  on 
a  drive,  it  won’t 
let  you  install 
Lion  on  that 
drive. 


A  Damaged  Disk  Here's  another  unwelcome  message 
you  might  encounter:  “Install  failed.  Mac  OS  X  Lion 
couldn’t  be  installed,  because  the  disk  volumename  is 
damaged  and  can’t  be  repaired.  Click  Restart  to  restart  your 
computer  and  try  installing  again.” 

Chances  are  slim  that  trying  again  will  lead  to  success.  The 
same  is  true  if  the  Install  application  simply  stalls  before 
completing.  Some  users  report  that  “zapping  the  PRAM”  (holding 
down  ^-Option-P-R  at  startup  until  you  hear  two  startup  chimes) 
is  sufficient  to  get  past  this  roadblock.  Otherwise,  the  fix  is  to 
boot  from  a  Snow  Leopard  Install  disc  or  drive  and  select  Repair 
Disk  from  Disk  Utility  (in  /Applications/Utilities).  Assuming  the 
repairs  are  successful,  try  the  Lion  installer  again. 


Mac  with  Nonstandard  Partitions  If  you  see  a  message 
that  reads,  “Some  features  of  Mac  OS  X  Lion  are  not 
supported  for  the  disk  volumename,"  you’ll  still  be  able  to 
install  Lion.  However,  the  installer  won't  be  able  to  create  a 
Recovery  HD  partition.  This  could  lead  to  trouble  later  if  your  Mac 
misbehaves  and  you  need  to  repair  it  from  this  partition. 

This  situation  can  arise  if  your  startup  drive  is  a  RAID  volume  or 
has  a  "nonstandard”  Boot  Camp  partition  (meaning  that  you 
modified  the  partition  in  some  way  after  initially  setting  it  up).  If 
Boot  Camp  is  the  cause,  the  solution  is  to  reformat  your  drive  as  a 

single  partition.  Next, 
reinstall  Snow  Leopard, 
followed  by  an  update  to 
Lion.  Now  run  Boot  Camp 
Assistant  to  create  a  Boot 
Camp  partition.  Lastly, 
restore  your  remaining 
data  from  backups.  If  you 
can’t  or  don’t  want  to 
reformat,  an  alternative  is 
to  install  Lion  on  an 
external  drive.  If  you  ever 
need  to  boot  from 
Reacquire  Lion  Use  the  Option  key  Recovery  HD,  do  so  from 
to  convince  the  Mac  App  Store  that  the  partition  on  the 
you  need  a  fresh  copy  of  Lion.  external  drive.

j  i  Internet  Connection  Lost 

Although  not  likely,  you  may  lose  your  Internet  connection 
after  an  otherwise  successful  install  of  Lion.  If  you  use 
avast’s  Web  Shield  (www.avast.com),  the  solution  is  to  uninstall 
avast.  The  company  has  posted  a  beta  intended  to  fix  the  bug. 

A  more  general  potential  solution  is  to  turn  off  the  Mac  OS  X 
Lion  Firewall  (which  you’ll  find  in  the  Security  &  Privacy  system 
preference),  and  delete  the  firewall-related  com.apple.alf.plist  file 
in  /Library/Preferences.  After  restarting  your  system,  you  can 
reenable  the  Firewall. 


Redownload  Lion 

For  installation  failures  that  could  be  due  to  a  corrupt 
copy  of  the  Install  Mac  OS  X  Lion  application,  you  should 
redownload  a  fresh  copy  of  the  application  and  try  again. 
However,  if  a  copy  of  the  Install  application  remains  on  your  drive, 
the  Mac  App  Store  will  claim  that  Lion  is  already  installed  (see 
“Reacquire  Lion”)  and  will  not  permit  a  redownload.  To  work 
around  this,  delete  the  Install  application.  Next,  from  the  Mac  App 
Store  app,  hold  down  the  Option  key  and  select  the  Purchases 
tab.  You  should  now  see  the  Install  application  listed  with  the 
download  option  enabled.

Export  Addresses  via  AppleScript  Mail  Scripts  allows  you  to 
export  specific  items  from  Address  Book  contacts  to  a  text  file. 


AppleWorks  spreadsheet  files,  except 
choose  Numbers  instead.  Similarly,  for 
those  of  you  who  actually  have  such 
files,  you  can  use  this  trick  to  open  any 
AppleWorks  presentation  documents 
in  Keynote. 

Regrettably  there’s  no  easy  path  for 
bringing  over  your  AppleWorks  database 
files.  FileMaker  has  a  tutorial  that  tells 
you  how  to  move  these  files  to  Bento, 
but  the  process  is  inelegant.  Essentially, 
you  save  your  file  as  ASCII  text  and  add 
a  .tsv  extension  to  it.  Then  within  Bento 
you  choose  File  ►  Import  ►  File,  click 
Choose  in  the  resulting  Import  window, 
and  then  select  your  .tsv  file.  You’ll  lose 
any  AppleWorks  templates  you’ve 
created,  but  your  data  will  move  over  to 
whatever  preconfigured  template  you’ve 
chosen  in  Bento. 

AppleWorks  painting  files  can  be 
converted  to  a  variety  of  graphics 
formats,  including  .jpeg,  .png,  and  TIFF. 
Regrettably  this  is  something  you  have 


to  do  via  a  Save  As 
command  within 
AppleWorks.  You 
can’t  simply  change 
the  file’s  extension. 

And  AppleWorks 
drawing  files  can  be 
opened  and  edited 
with  the  $95 
EazyDraw  (www 
.eazydraw.net).  It’s 
not  an  inexpensive 
option,  but  it’s 
one  that  doesn’t 
require  you  to 
futz  around  with 
converting  files. 

Although  this 
should  go  without 
saying,  if  you’re 
still  using  AppleWorks  today  to 
generate  files  and  you  wish  to  stay 
current  with  Apple  technology,  it’s  time 
to  set  AppleWorks  aside  and  start  using 


up-to-date  tools.  Invaluable  though 
AppleWorks  may  seem,  if  you  continue 
using  it,  you’re  only  generating  more 
work  for  your  future  self.

The  iOS-ification  of  the  Mac 

OS  X  Lion  borrows  heavily  from  the  iPad  and  iPhone.  Is  that  a  good  thing? 


In  the  commentary  that  greeted  the 
arrival  of  Lion  (Mac  OS  X  10.7),  one 
theme  kept  popping  up:  The  latest 
Mac  OS  has  added  a  number  of  features 
inspired  by  iOS,  the  software  that  runs 
the  iPhone  and  iPad. 

To  some  people,  this  is  great.  After  all, 
iOS  is  familiar  to  more  than  200  million 
iPhone  and  iPad  users,  many  of  whom 
are  either  recent  Mac  converts  or 
considering  The  Switch.  So  anything 
that  makes  the  transition  easier  should 
be  welcome.  But  to  longtime  Mac  users, 
some  of  these  changes  are  frustrating. 

As  someone  who’s  spent  an  inordinate 
amount  of  time  on  both  platforms,  I  can 
sympathize  with  people  on  both  sides  of 
the  argument. 

What  Works 

Clearly,  much  of  the  good  stuff  that’s 
new  in  Lion  has  been  inspired  by  iOS. 

Trackpad  gestures,  for  example,  give 
you  an  entirely  new  way  of  interacting 
with  software — once  you’ve  used  pinches 
to  zoom  in  and  out,  or  swipes  to  reveal 
your  desktop,  using  menu  or  keyboard 
commands  to  do  the  same  things  feels 
archaic.  (If  you  haven’t  tried  Lion  with  a 
trackpad,  get  one  posthaste.  It’s  an 
entirely  different  experience.) 

But  iOS’s  influence  is  everywhere:  Auto 
Save  means  never  having  to  save  the  latest 
changes  to  your  files.  Even  after  you’ve  quit 
applications,  logged  out,  or  restarted, 
Resume  lets  you  pick  up  right  where  you 
left  off.  Once  applications  work  with 
Apple’s  iCloud,  your  documents  will  be 
available  on  all  your  devices  without  your 
having  to  worry  where  files  are  located. 
And  the  Mac  App  Store  (inspired  by  the 
iOS  App  Store)  makes  buying,  installing, 
and  updating  software  easier  than  ever. 

These  and  other  features  bring  the 
best  of  iOS — and  a  little  bit  of  the 
future — to  the  Mac.  You  might  say  that 
to  prevent  ossification,  the  Mac  OS  has 
embraced  iOS-ification. 


What  Doesn’t  Work 

On  the  other  hand,  some  features  that 
work  well  on  iOS  feel  wrong  on  the  Mac. 

Take  Launchpad,  for  example.  While 
iOS’s  home-screen  paradigm  isn’t 
perfect,  it  lets  you  quickly  swipe  through 
screens  of  icons  to  find  a  particular  app 
on  your  iPhone.  But  on  your  Mac,  if  you 
have  more  than  a  few  applications 
installed,  Launchpad  is  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing,  unorganized  mess.  And  given  that 
Launchpad  is  just  one  way  to  access 
apps,  it  doesn’t  make  sense  that  deleting 
an  app  from  Launchpad  summarily 
deletes  it  from  your  Mac. 

An  iOS  influence  that  results  in  a  step 
backward  is  that  scrollbars  aren’t  visible 
if  you  aren’t  actively  scrolling  in  a 
window,  so  you  can’t  see  where  you  are 
in  a  window  or  get  a  rough  idea  of  the 
size  of  the  window’s  contents.  You  may 
not  even  realize  you  can  scroll.  We’re 
willing  to  forgo  permanent  scrollbars  to 
conserve  precious  space  on  an  iPhone’s 
tiny  screen,  but  there’s  no  such  limita¬ 
tion  on  a  Mac. 

Sometimes  a  phone 
is  a  phone,  a  tablet  is 
a  tablet,  and  a  Mac 
is  a  Mac. 


Trying  Too  Hard 

Other  iOS-inspired  changes  just  don’t 
feel  right  (yet). 

For  example,  scrolling  up  with  your 
mouse,  trackball,  or  trackpad  used  to 
move  a  window’s  scrollbar  upward;  now 
it  moves  the  content  that  direction.  The 
new  scrolling  orientation  mirrors  the 
scrolling  behavior  in  iOS,  but  it’s  the 
opposite  of  the  way  it’s  always  worked 
on  the  Mac.  It  isn’t  hard  to  adapt  to  the 
new  way,  but  it  can  be  frustrating — 
especially  if  you  still  use  other  comput¬ 
ers  that  do  “traditional”  scrolling.  (It 
makes  sense  to  me  when  I’m  using  a 
trackpad,  but  feels  wrong  on  a  mouse’s 
scrollwheel.) 

Similarly,  few  applications — including 
Apple’s  own — really  lend  themselves  to 
Lion’s  new  full-screen  option.  So  far, 
most  of  them  feel  gimmicky.  And 
Apple’s  attempts  to  simplify  the  OS  can 
feel  like  a  bridge  too  far.  (One  of  our 
most  popular  online  articles  explains 
how  to  reveal  your  personal  Library 
folder,  which  Lion  hides  by  default.) 

The  Future  Is  Developing 

One  reason  people  use  full-featured 
computers  for  certain  tasks  is  that  they 
offer  better  performance,  larger  screens, 
and  more  options  for  managing  files  and 
data.  Macs  and  other  computers  can  just 
do  things  that  iPads  and  iPhones  can’t. 

But  the  differences  aren’t  as  great  as 
they  used  to  be.  As  computers  and  mobile 
devices  share  more  and  more  features  and 
capabilities,  they’re  going  to  increasingly 
share  interfaces,  too.  Sometimes  this  will 
lead  to  a  better  experience  for  users;  in 
other  cases,  the  computer  side  will  suffer. 
Let’s  hope  that,  as  Apple  continues  to  lead 
the  way  in  both  mobile  and  desktop 
systems,  the  company  doesn’t  forget  that 
sometimes  a  phone  is  a  phone,  a  tablet  is 
a  tablet,  and  a  Mac  is  a  Mac.
